GREAT AIR FLEET PLANNED. 


Howard E. Coffin, of the Council of National Defense, 
Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., chairman of the 
National Aerial Coast Patrol Commission, and Lieut. 
Col. L. W. B. Rees, of the British Royal Flying Corps, 
were the principal witnesses appearing before the Sen- 
ate sub-committee which considered the Shepherd-Hurl- 
bert bill to create a separate Department of Aeronautics 
in the Cabinet. Each of the witnesses told of the un- 
necessary duplication of work under the present system 
and predicted the tremendous augmentation which must 
be made in the air arm. Mr. Coffin recommended with- 
out equivocation the concentration of all effort upon 
the construction of a great air navy with the ultimate 
purpose of dominating the air to the same extent that 
Germany now dominates the submarine areas. The sum 
of $60,000,000 which Congress intends to appropriate 
towards this service will not be nearly enough, he de- 
clared. Mr. Coffin’s idea was that the United States 
eould produce thousands of training machines within a 
comparatively short time and without interfering with 
other war activities. 

It was brought out in the hearing that representa- 
tives of the American “technical board,” of the Canadian 
Government, and of the British air service met in Buf- 
falo recently and agreed upon a standardized training 
machine which should be adopted by all three countries. 
It is learned that the Aircraft Production Board also 
has under consideration a plan which is the most revo- 
lutionary propounded since this country entered the 
war. This is neither more nor less than that all pre- 
liminary training of Allied aviators be left to this coun- 
try; the finishing touches being given in France be- 
hind the fighting lines. If this suggestion is adopted, 
all the organization now being -perfected will be bent 
to the sole purpose of turning out training machines; two 
score or more of gigantic aviation schools will be de- 
veloped to handle the men selected by the American, 
British, French and Italian governments and the rais- 
ing of air forces which will overwhelm the common enemy 
will bé inaugurated. The part of England and France 
in this scheme will be to turn out the fighting machines 
and to complete the training of the aviators. To a cer- 
tain extent the development of a new fighting type 
would be continued here because a number of high of- 
ficers in the U.S. Army are convinced that a type will 
be evolved eventually which will surpass those now being 
used.as completely as the submarine Deutschland sur 
passed the earliest submarines. 

One of these far-sighted officers is quoted as saying: 
“The weakness in the present development of ‘the fight- 
ing airplane is the tendency to sacrifice everything for 
speed. This, in turn, can be traced to the fact that 
the most efficient fighting machine now in use is the 
one whose weapon is mounted above, firing through the 
propeller. The operators of such machines are forced, 
however, to point their machines in order to point their 
guns. It would seem that the next development (as 
Was’ the case in naval construction) will give a machine 
with all-round fire from far heavier armament.” This 
officer would sacrifice speed for weight of broadside, as 
it were, and unhesitatingly suggested the use of weapons 


as heavy as the naval one-pounder, carrying an explo- 
sive shell of special type. Such guns, he said, would 
eliminate immediately the danger of attack from the 
faster but weaker machines now used by Germany. 
Whether the Aircraft Production Board has considered 
the plan of training all aviators in this country as a 
concrete possibility cannot be stated, but it is known 
that the suggestion has been made from sources which 
warrant its consideration. 

In the course of his testimony before the Senate sub- 
committee, Mr. Coffin said that previous to 1916 the 
Government had ordered fifty-nine aircraft in eight years. 
Out of “the 300 or 400 machines” ordered under the 
1917 appropriation he thought we got “about 160 or 175 
machines.” He said: “Tt is easy for the War and 
Navy Departments, in view of foreign experience, to 
now decide upon the types of machines necessary. It is 
not so easy, however, to produce machines in this coun- 
try in the quantities demanded and of the quality and 
types necessary under modern conditions of fighting. 
Our great part unquestionably in this European strug- 
gle in so far as air service is concerned must be that 
of personnel and equipment. I think it may be well for 
me to point out that during the last few months there 
has been the most rapid development of aircraft ac- 
tivity on the other side, and aircraft of all kinds, es- 
pecially heavier-than-air aeroplane types, have become 
more prominent in the service with each succeeding en- 
gagement, and it is becoming evident to those of us who 
are studying this situation that whatever factor air- 
craft may play in the ultimate decision of the fight, 
it is a certainty that neither side can possibly win 
without the supremacy of the air for a strip of territory 
from fifty to sixty miles behind the fighting front. As 
matters stand now the productive capacity is practi- 
cally balanced in Europe. It is a grave question whether 
or not the German machines are not superior machines, 
but it is a certainty that the personnel of the Allies’ 
service is superior, man for man.” The significant thing 
about these statements of Mr. Coffin is that the air- 
craft manufacturers of the United States have not begun 
to fill the comparatively small contracts they have un- 
dertaken. 

Discussing the plan under consideration for an enor- 
mous enlargement of the aviation arm of the Military 
Established through an appropriation of $600,000,- 
000, Brig. Gen. George O. Squier, C.S.0., U.S.A., de- 
clared we ought to “put the Yankee punch into the war,” 
by which he meant, he explained, “a characteristically 
American way of working to get big results.” General 
Squier continued: “Airplanes are the logical fighting 
machines for Americans because we are an imaginative 
people, and when our imagination strikes fire nothing 
can stop us. he game ideally suits the American tem- 
perament, and every young American worthy of the name 
should be keen to join our flying army. An army in the 
air, regiments and brigades of winged cavalry, mounted 
on gas-driven flying horses, could blind the eyes of Ger- 
many until her gunners, absolutely deprived of range- 
finders, would be put out of business by the Allied artil- 
lery. The magnificently obvious things is to knock out 
Germany’s eyes by a thrust through the ain But my 
idea would be something vastly larger than a thrust. 
An inundation of airplanes would better express the 
idea in its magnitude. Sweep the Germans from the 
sky, blind the Prussian cannon, and the time would be 
ripe to release an enormous flock of flying fighters to 
raid and destroy military camps, ammunition depots, 
and military establishments of all kinds. The firing 
upon troops by machine guns from airplanes is becoming 
commoner and more accurate. Once given an upper hand, 
the flying machine becomes ae frightful engine of des- 
truction.” 

While General Squier admits that $600,000,000 is a 
great sum, he regards it as a “positive bargain consid- 
ered in terms of winning the war.” The air program, 
he said, should have two effects—it should crush the nerve 
of Germany and at the same time inspire Americans at 
home with renewed enthusiasm for the war. 

Discussing the rapid improvement that is being made 
in airplanes, Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., re- 
tired, told the Senate sub-committee on June 12 that he 
had just seen the plans for a new machine “already con- 
tracted for by the Government, which will carry 4,000 
pounds of dead weight, exclusive of its own weight.” The 
excess carrying capacity, he said, would be taken up by 
a driver, two gun-operators, two guns and ammunition. 
He made the prediction that “in the comparatively near 
future, the air service will be more important than the 
Army and Navy combined,” and declared that this state- 
ment was merely a repetition of what had been said offi- 
cially on the floor of Parliament by such men as Mr. 
Balfour, Lord Beresford, Mr. Churchill and Lord North- 
cliffe, The tactital use of the airplane, he said, has de- 
veloped until soon there will be squadrons, brigades and 
divisions of machines, each brigade being formed of from 
500 to 1,000 machines.

The Secretary of the Navy has sent to Congress a re- 
quest for an additional appropriation of $4,500,000 to be 
used in fitting out the Navy with a stock of clothing for 
the men who may be in service in northern waters when 
the cold weather returns. It is intended, Secretary 
Daniels said, to loan the clothing to those of the enlisted 
men “whose duties require considerable exposure to the 
weather.” The equipment will be particularly needed 
for the crews of all destroyers, submarines and patrol 
boats that will be subjected to unusual hardships during 
the rigors of a northern winter. The fleet, heretofore, 


has operated largely in southern waters during winter 
months and has had little need for an outfit such as is 
now proposed. This will consist of the following articles, 
similar to those used in the British naval service: Wind- 
proof shirt with hood; wind-proof trousers; blanket over- 
shirt (wool) with hood; pair extra heavy arctics; pair 
heavy wool mittens; suit extra heavy underwear; four 
pairs heavy wool socks; one pair high leather boots for 
destroyer-crew, instead of arctics. The outfit for crews 
of submarines will differ somewhat from the articles in 
the above list, owing to the nature of the service. ‘Arti- 
cles of the standard uniform outfit, not to exceed $60, 
are furnished to newly enlisted men, but on subsequent 
issue are paid for by the men by charging their personal 
accounts with the cost of the articles drawn,” the Secre- 
tary points out. “It is not believed equitable to charge 
against the pay of the men the cost of the special outfit 
of winter clothing required because of unusual conditions 
of service.”

The Treasury Department has made a definite step in 
the direction of war risk insurance through an order is- 
sued by Secretary McAdoo on June 19 directing that 
owners of all American steam merchant vessels plying 
between the United States and Eurape or North Africa 
must insure their masters, officers and crews against war 
risks. This applies to ships leaving the United States 
after June 26, and for this country after July 10. Con- 
gress has recently enacted a law authorizing the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to require such insurance. Policies 
will be issued by the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, 
which has an appropriation of $50,000,000 for the pur- 
pose. Death benefits of $1,500 to $5,000, according to 
annual earnings, will be paid, and proportionate pay- 
ments for the loss of a hand, an arm, a leg, an eye, or 
of hearing. In case of detention by an enemy the sea- 
man’s. wage will be paid to his family. When ship 
owners fail to insure their men these will be insured by 
the bureau at their expense and be liable to a penalty 
of $1,000 additional. In view of this order it would 
seem only fair and just for the Government to take up 
at once the question of insurance for the men of the 
Army and Navy who not only will have to cross the 
seas on “their lawful occasions,” but will also have to 
endure the ordinary chances of wounds and death along 
the battle front.

Department of Justice officials regard the Espionage 
Act as one of the most important pieces of legislation 
enacted since the declaration of the state of war, and 
numerous prosecutions are anticipated under its pro- 
visions. For the time being the export-control chapter 
is regarded by the war trade committee as the most im- 
portant portion of the new law. That section of the 
act will not only prove effective in promoting the success 
of the war by preventing shipments to the enemy, but it 
will prove a safeguard against the development of an- 
other embarrassing situation in the relations with Mexi- 
co, since under it shipments of arms and munitions 
across the border can be absolutely controlled. Another 
feature of the law which was designed to prevent em- 
barrassing situations from arising in the Nation’s for- 
eign relations prevents any other than a duly accredited 
diplomatic or consular official from serving as an agent 
of a foreign government in the United States, unless the 
individual so serving first gives notice of his position to 
the Secretary of State. 
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On May 31, 1917, the strength of the National Guard 
of the United States not in the Federal service, which is 
still reporting to the Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment, showed a total of 4,462 officers and 108,631 en- 
listed men. The June 10, 1917, report shows a total of 
4,778 officers and 122,607 enlisted men, or a gain in the 
first ten days of June of 316 officers and 13,976 enlisted 
men. The gain does not include the states of Arkansas, 
New York and Texas, which up to June 16 had not yet 
reported for June 10. The states which have shown the 
most marked gain in the ten days are the following: 
California, 205; Colorado, 174; Illinois, 1,092; Iowa, 
446; Kansas, 259; Maryland, 431; Michigan, 581; North 
Carolina, 551; Ohio, 2,345; Pennsylvania, 1,393; Rhode 
Island, 797; and Wisconsin, 411. 
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“Marine Corps Week,” ending June 16, resulted in 
the enlistment of 1,700 men. Major Gen. Commandant 
George Barnett, commenting on this result, said: “We 
have done remarkably well. The recruiting reached the 
high water mark for any single week, although handi- 
capped by the campaign for the Liberty Bonds. Our 
previous record for a year was 4,500 recruits and to 
gain 1,773 in one week is extremely satisfactory. They 
came in as fast as we could house, clothe and feed them. 
It is better than we hoped for.” General Barnett ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the co-operation given him 
by the nation’s press. 
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It is announced that “important. progress” has been 
made by members of the telegraph and telephone com- 
mittees of the Council of National Defense, and Army 
and Navy engineers who co-operated, on such problems 
as wireless telephonic communication with airplanes, new 
methods of wireless telegraphy and the perfection of ap- 
paratus for detecting the presence of submarines. The 
progress made in the science of wireless telephony makes 
it certain that this will be used almost as extensively as 
wireless telegraphy by the United States Navy in its war 
operations.

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In commenting on the manner in which the war had 
favorably affected our relations with the Central and 
South American countries in ‘our issue of April 28, page 
1117, the Army anv Navy Jovrnat said: “The first 
three weeks of April witnessed a closer and warmer 
rapprochement between Latin-America and the United 
States than has been achieved im all the years since the 
Pan-American idea was put forward.” The _spirit_ of 
these remarks is borne out in a statement made by Mr. 
John Barrett, director general of the Pan-American 
Union, in a speech made at a Liberty Loan meeting in 
Baltimore on June 3. Mr. Barrett said, among other 
things: “That the whole Western Hemisphere will be 
directly engaged in the war before another year passes 
is now not only possible but very probable. ‘The pre- 
ponderating public sentiment everywhere in Latin-Ameri- 
ca is undoubtedly pro-American and Ally. The govern- 
ments remaining neutral cannot be described as being in 
any way under German influence. It may be that it 
would be far better for the eventual best interests of the 
United States, Great Britain, France and Italy if they 
would remain neutral. Certain mighty and irresistible 
but almost intangible forces and influences of both senti- 
mental. and economic character towards a break with 
Germany are, however, powerfully at work everywhere in 
Latin-America and cannot be checked. The tide of Pan- 
Americanism is undoubtedly rising with a new power and 
a new opportunity to save world civilization, and at 
we og d it looks as if the flood would carry all America 
with it.” 


The German submarine toll of British merchant ships 
since Feb. 17, as shown in official British figures com- 
piled in Washington up to June 19, is 322 vessels of more 
than 1,600 tons and 155 of less than 1,600 tons. British 


steam fishing vessels sunk in that period numbered 
seventy-eight. Submarines in the period attacked 299 
ships unsuccessfully and the weekly percentage.of un- 
euccessful attacks has ranged from fifty-one to seventy- 
five per cent. During the last week given—the seven 
days ending with June 9—it was fifty-eight per cent. 
Arrivals and sailings in British ports since the intensive 
submarine campaign began have averaged over 5,000 a 
week. The British weekly reports of sinkings by ‘sub- 
marines do not give the tonnage of the ‘vessels destroyed, 
but probably a good average for the class “over 1,600 
tons” would be 3,000 tons and for those “under 1,600 
tons” would be 1,000 tons. On this basis the total ton- 
nage destroyed in about four months would be 1,121,000 
tons, or about tons a month. At the beginning of 
the campaign of ruthless submarine war it was stated 
by German officials that the U-boats would starve Eng- 
land by sinking 1;000,000 tons a month. This compila- 
tion and analysis would indicate that German efficiency 
was nearly seventy-five per cent. minus in its submarine 
campaign up to the present. 
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The unjust charges made by so many Eastern news- 
papers that the people of the western part of the United 
States “do not know that we are at war” has been 
amply refuted in many ways, and most particularly in 
the matter of furnishing their quotas of enlisted men to 


the Regular Army. As a further illustration of this fact 
we have received several clippings from Major John 
W. C. Abbott, C.A.C., U.S.A., taken from the papers 
of his home town, Fremont, Neb. They are full of the 
spirit of loyalty and of a complete understanding of the 
fact that the country is engaged in a war which will de- 
mand many sacrifices of the people which they are pre- 
pared to meet in a true patriotic spirit. Major Abbott 
says thet Fremont “has a population of 10,000, largely 
of German and Austrian antecedents. The newspapers 
indicate that the people of the central part of the coun- 
try realize what war means, its causes, that we are in it, 
and that they intend to dedicate their property and their 
lives to the winning of it.” 
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_ Owing to the war, the Department of State finds it 
necessary to make stricter regulations governing the is- 
suance of passports. Hereafter applicants for passports 
should send their applications to the Department a suffi- 
cient time (not exceeding three weeks) before the date of 


sailing, to enable the Department to examine them with 
due care and make such additional inquiries as may be 
deemed necessary. To this end applications should be 
submitted so long in advance as to permit them to be 
held in the Department one week, if deemed necessary, 
for investigation. Hereafter during the continuance of 
the war, passports will not be issued to naturalized 
American citizens within a period of six months after 
they have obtained naturalization, except in cases of 
extraordinary emergency. Such exceptions will not be 
made in cases of persons desiring to go abroad on com- 
mercial business. 
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Members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps and candidates 
for commission therein undergoing training at camps of 
instruction between the ages of twenty-one and twenty- 

years may be examined for a commission as pro- 


vi 1 second lieutenant, United States Army, on for- 
mal application to the camp commander. The number 
designated, however, will be limited to not more than 
ten per cent. of the whole number attending the camp 
who are within the age limits. Par. III. of G.O. 72, War 
Dept., dated June 6, 1917, provides for this examination 
and gives other details relating thereto, and the order is 
given under our Army head in this issue. 
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The Belgian mission, headed by Baron Moncheur, ar- 
Yived in Washington on June 17. The mission was met 
upon landing by Mr. Breckenridge Long, Third Assist- 
ant Secretary of State; Mr. Hugh S. Gibson, United 
States Diplomatic Service, who is attached as aid, and 
Capt. Thomas C. Cook, U.S.A., military aid. Mr. Long, 
Mr. Gibson and Captain Cook accompanied the mission 
to Washington. The mission was escorted from the sta- 
tion to the home of Mr. Larz Anderson by two troops of 
U.S. Cavalry under the command of Lieut. Col. Charles 
W. Fenton, U.S.A. 
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Because of airplane safety devices there were only 
three fatalities in the Army air service between 1914 
and April 28, 1917, although the number of flyers was 
much larger than in the six previous years, when twelve 
lost their lives, the national advisory committee for aero- 
nautics reports on June 13. Of the fifteen killed since 
1908, nine were pilots and six were passengers. In 
1916 nimety-six aviators im ‘the Service flew 400,200 
tuiles without one death. 


ASSISTANT CIVIL ENGINEERS, U.S.N. 


The names of twenty-five successful candidates in the 
examinations recently held to fill existing vacancies in the 
grade of assistant civil engineer, U.S.N., have been sent 
to the Senate. The preliminary examination was taken 
by 190 candidates representing twenty-nine states; only 
sixty-two passed this test. Of the fifty-three who pre- 
sented themselves for the final examination, sixteen failed 
to qualify physically. The examinations were open to 
men under twenty-six years of age, who had received a 
degree in engineering from university or college of recog- 
nized standing and who had had no less than eighteen 
months’ practical experience since graduation. The suc- 
cessful candidates will be commissioned as lieutenants, 
junior grade. They include the following:

All the men who are appointed as a result of this ex- 
amination will be ordered to temporary duty at the Naval 
Academy for one month. There they will receive general 
instruction in Naval Regulations and drill. As consti- 
tuted at present the Corps of Civil Engineers of the Navy 
includes only thirty men in the senior grade and nine in 
the junior (assistant C.E.). In addition to the ‘above 
candidates, two other men, graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy, are now undergoing instruction at an engineering 
institution with a view to their appointment to the latter 
grade. This will raise the personnel of the corps to 
sixty-six. It is expected that another examination will 
be held in the fall. 
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OUR ARMY NEEDS 17,000 DOCTORS. 


Surg. Gen. William C. Gorgas, U.S.A., authorizes the 
following statement: The Medical Corps must have 
17,000 more doctors for the Army, and it needs most of 
them now. In Germany when the army has such a call 
the government orders the doctors to join the colors, and 
that is all there is to it. This Government is loath to fol- 
low that example. Doctors coming into the Medical Off- 
cers’ Reserve Corps are commissioned as first lieutenants, 
captains, or majors in the Service, and are liable to be 
ordered to any duty required of their grade. The Sur- 
geon General’s endeavor is to put each man where he is 
most needed and where his specialty will count mest. 
Foreign service is the attraction, and it will eventually 
fall to most of the corps. The examination of recruits 
and the care of their health through treatment and in a 
much broader way by sanitation is the matter of earliest 
importance, and it will be the first duty of many of the 
new medical officers. 

The United States needs more medical officers than 
France or Germany, because, through lack of universal 
military training, the difficulties of examining recruits 
will be multiplied many times, and because we wish to 
aid our Allies and also give the best service to our own 
soldiers and sailors. The country needs more doctors 
now that they may be trained in military ways, in sanita- 
tion, and in the surgical methods developed by Dr. Carrel 
and other surgeons since the war began. 

An applicant must be a graduate of a reputable medi- 
cal school and be between twenty-two and fifty-five years 
of age. The annual pay of a lieutenant is $2,000; a cap- 
tain, $2,400; of a major, $3,000; with an additional ten 
per cent. in each case for foreign service besides quar- 
ters. Any physician who intends to join the Medical 
Officers’ Reserve Corps should communicate with the 
chairman of the board most convenient to him. Never 
has there been a greater demand for sacrifice, but it is 
the sacrifice for country. The country is in the war ‘to 
win, and no class is more needed at the present time 





. than doctors. 


The surgeons of England and France need help both 
at home and im the field. “English physicians have given 
themselves*to the army so freely,” says Col. T. H. Good- 
win, of the British army’s medical corps, “that in some 
of the more populous districts there is but one physician 
for 6,000 people left in England. The English surgeons 
have worked desperately. They frequently, after great 
military engagements, keep their boots on for a week at 
a time, working fourteen and sixteen hours a day. But 
they have learned their lesson; and where at the war’s 
inception they detailed twenty medical officers and as- 
sistants to care for the sick and wounded in -500 beds, 
now with the aid of two more officers they give equally 
good care to a thousand.” Colonel Goodwin, who has 
been through the war, beginning with ‘the first expedi- 
tion to France, and the great retreat from Mons, has 
been detailed to lend his great experience to the U.S. 
Army Medical Corps, and he unfalteringly advises the 
greatest possible number of medical officers at the earliest 
date. He flatly contradicts the story that 60,000 Eng- 
lish doctors have lost their lives in the service, the total 
loss not being two per cent. of that number. There are 
only 12,000 surgeons in the English army. 
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Since April 1 the U.S. Navy has armed the ‘following 
list of ships, according to a statement made by Rear Ad- 
miral Ralph Earle, U.S.N., at ‘the Senate Committee in- 
vestigation of the S.S. Mongolia accident on June 11, 
The list reads: Liners, 52; coast guard vessels, 7; 
yachts, 17; ‘auxiliaries, 2; tugs, 13; patrol vessels, 231; 
merchantmen, 14; lighthouse tenders, 4; British mer- 
chantmen, 12, and Russian merchantmen, 10. Since the 
Mongolia accident Admiral Harle said none of the mer- 


chantmen had been equipped with the 6-inch gun. Capt. 
Nathan C. Twining, U.S.N., a former chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, told the committee that there was no powder 
in use in the navies of the world superior to that used 
by the American Navy. He also said that American 
guns had no superiors and that the fuses and other ord- 
nance stores of the American Navy were as good as any 
in the world.” 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


An application fir retirement submitted under pro- 
visions of Section 20, Act ef Feb. 18, 1909, can be- 
withdrawn at any time before it is acted upon, and if 
the withdrawal is ignored, the retirement of the officer 
in question is without legal effect, in the opinion of 
the Judge Advocate General. Capt. William R. Mc- 
Cathran, 3d Inf., N.G.D.C., submitted sucn an applica- 
tion on March 26, 1917. Four days later, realizing the 
imminence of war, he wrote a personal letter to The 
Adjutant General of the District National Guard,-asking 
that the application. be returned. On April 18 the 
War Department acted, proffering him a commission as 
major, retired, and the regimental commander ordered 
the first lieutenant of the company to take command. 
Captain McCathran questioned the legality of the re- 
tirement and his stand has been upheld. No officer 
had been appointed to take his place in tne meantime, 
it developed. 

The Quartermaster General’s recommendation that 
the prohibition against the issuance of “transportation 
requests” to an officer for sea travel, contained in Par. 
3, Cir. 93, War Dept., 1908, be rescinded will .be en- 
dorsed by the Judge Advocate General. The change is 
to be made in order that the transportation may be 
obtained in the form of the usual Government requests. 
There is no legal objection, it is stated, to fhe payment 
of the transportation expenses direct to the company 
which furnishes the transportation and the prohibition 
mentioned is “solely a matter of regulation.” 

Both the Judge Advocate General and the Comptroller 
of the Treasury have handed down opinions stating, in 
effect, that the twenty per cent. increase for foreign 
pay provided in the Act of June 30, 1902, does not apply 
to the monthly increase of pay authorized under the 
Act of May 18, 1917. The former legislation expressly 
provides that the increase shall be “over and above rates 
of pay proper as fixed by law for times of peace,” it 
is held, while the enactment of May 18, 1917, is equally 
explicit in naming the increase as to be continued only 
“until the termination of the existing emergency.” The 
recent increase is, therefore, a “war increase.” 

The following telegram, based onthe opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General that Section 7 of the National 
Defense Act is “celarly in inhibition against discharges 





-unless ordered by the Secretary of War,” has been sent 


by The Adjutant General to all Department Command- 
ers: “Selective Service Law prohibits discharge enlisted 
men after four years active continuous service with a 
view to immediate re-enlistment.” 

The Judge Advocate General holds that the purpose of 
Section 23, National Defense Act (“to equalize promo- 
tion”) would be defeated if the officers transferred did 
not return to the relative rank held at the date of trans- 
fer. Capt. H Drum (Inf.) inquired whether such 
officers might not be given places in the lineal list of 
the arm to which they transferred to conform with the 
relative rank held on the date of the passage of the 
bill. He believed that, otherwise, a premium would 
be placed upon transfers made in preceding increments. 

The thirty-year age limit-for appointment as first 
lieutenant in the Medical Reserve Corps was abolished 
by the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, and Lieut. C. W. Cum- 
mings, O.R.C., can be commissioned in that grade it 
he passes the requisite examination, the Judge Advocate 
General holds. 

The purchase of coal by quartermasters is not subject 
to the analysis-which has been made by the Bureau of 
Mines. Owing to the delay in the completion of a new 
laboratory, the bureau has been unable recently to make 
these tests and some cautious quartermasters have hesi- 
tated to sign contracts. They will be reassured as in- 
dicated above. 

There is no legal objection to dispensing with the re- 
quirement of bonds to secure the performance of con- 
tracts for medical supplies, in the opinion of the Judge 
Advocate General. That office always has held that the 
giving of such bonds is not required under any statute 
of general application. They can be dispensed with more 
easily now when the contracts under consideration are 
of the cost-plus-profit variety. 

The question whether Chaplain Herbert Shipman, N. 
G.N.Y., who has served as such in the grade of cap- 
tain for six years and seven months, is entitled to ap- 
pointment in the grade of major, has been answered 
negatively by the Judge Advocate General. In an opin- 
ion dated Nov. 2, 1916, that official held that a chaplain 
in the National Glard could be recognized as a chaplain 
in the rank of major “if he has been appointed to that 
grade by the governor of his state after having had the 
requisite service.” Under the law the requisite service 
is ten years in the grade of captain.

MONGOLIA ACCIDENT HEARING. 


Rear Admiral Ralph Darle, U.S.N., made his final 
statement to the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
on June 13 in connection with the investigation of ‘the 
accident on the S.S. Mongolia. In connection with the 
brass mouth cups that caused the fatalities on the Mon- 
golia, Admiral Earle said the Navy had found a ‘sub- 
stitute protecting device in a material under the trade 
name of “suberac,” a compound of ground cork, wood 
pulp mixed with glycerine and heavily compressed until 
it looks like a huge ginger cake, to be used as a ‘stop- 
per for*the brass container of the powder charge. The 
Navy probably ‘would use suberac in place of the dis- 


carded brass cups, he said. Recent reports from Navy 
gunners aboard merchantmen indicated that the elimina- 
tion of the brass cups had also eliminated accidents in 
firmg the guns, both to ‘the interior rifling and to ‘the 
projectile after it has left the piece. A report had ‘come 
to the Navy Department on June 13 from the gunnery 
officer of the Mongolia, just in from a transatlantic voy- 
age to a British port, that the ammunition used on her 
trip over ‘was of a completely satisfactory character. 
Admiral Earle, in discussing the fuses used in the 





American Navy, which he said were “the best in the 
world,” pointed out that defective fuses in its shells 
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British ships Lion and Tiger would have been sunk 
had the Germans been able to land their shells. 

The Admiral was asked by Senator Poindexter why 
the Navy had rejected, then accepted, the Lewis machine 
gun which the War Department at the time had de- 
clined to use. He explained that the trouble with the 
Lewis gun, when originally considered by the Navy, 
was that it could not carry the cartridges desired by the 
Navy; he said: “We wanted a cartridges that would 
travel 2,700 feet a second, but the gun was equipped 
for a cartridge that would carry only 2,100 feet a second. 


- The British found the same fault with it. The gun was 


remodeled so as to take the faster cartridge and the 
Navy then accepted it. The British use the faster shell 
to-day. The faster shell would tear away the rifling 
of the barrel in the old model. Now the Lewis gun is 
perfectly satisfactory.” 

Chief Gunner’s Mate Bohan, of the Navy, on duty on 
the merchant vessel Virginia, which reached an Ameri- 
ean port a few days-ago after an encounter with a sub- 
marine, testified before the committee that the Virginia 
was without a rangefinder or a telescope when attacked. 
Asked by Senator Swanson how it was that a merchant- 
men was allowed to leave port without such things as 
a telescope or a rangefinder, Admiral Harle replied: 
“That cannot be laid to neglect of the Navy. Often 
a ship will be in such a hurry to leave port that its 


captain does not give the gun crew the chance to see . 


that they have their full equipment.” : 

This brought the hearings of the committee to a close 
without there being divulged the identity of the man who 
had disclosed confidential information of the Navy De- 
partment. 
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THE SUBMARINE CHASERS. 


The Secretary of the Navy has issued an official denial 
of the statement printed in several responsible news- 
papers that the construction of U-boat chasers is far 
behind the schedule adopted by the Department. Mr. 
Daniels added that not only was this stafement untrue 
but, on the contrary, the builders without exception were 
ahead of their individual programs. The Secretary pre- 
sents concrete evidence in the shape of an official report 
upon which to base his announcement. Naval Constr. 
Julius A. Furer, U.S.N., of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, had just returned to Washington, from a 
thorough inspection of the scores of plants engaged in the 
building of patrol boats when the initial volley of the 
attack was made public. He reported that every con- 
tractor was proceeding with all haste to fulfill his allot- 
ment, thus controverting the statement that many of the 
contracts had been taken by speculators who hoped to 


sub-let them at a profit. Im no case, Constructor Furer 
said, did he find evidence that the contractor was pro- 
crastinating and he assured his superior that every indi- 
cation pointed to an even better showing than had been 
thought probable. 

Tests have been completed of the first “chaser” turned 
out at the New York Navy Yard, and the results have 
greatly encouraged the Chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair, Chief Constr. David W. Taylor, U.S.N. 
The boat easily developed speed in excess of the sixteen 
knots demanded by the specifications and, moreover, 
showed qualities of seaworthiness which had not been 
guessed at. It should be admitted that the question of 
en.:nes has not been settled to the entire satisfaction of 
the naval authorities up to this time. Tentative sched- 
ules have been arranged which seem to indicate that 
sufficient motive units will be ready for delivery when 
the hulls are launched, but there still is a small element 
of uncertainty, No attempt is made to hide this, how- 
ever. On the other hand, the engine makers will have 
every assistance of the Government in securing material 
and skilled labor and unless some unforeseen contingency 
arises they, too, should be able to exceed their estimates. 
The contract for these engines is held by the Standard 
Engine Company. Deliveries will be made in sufficient 
quantities to meet immediate demands, it is stated, and 
the company believes it will so increase the output that 
when the hull makers begin to approach their maximum, 
not boat will have to wait for its engine. A effort was 
made, just before the contracts were let, to prevail upon 
the Department to try out a new design of engine, but 
this effort failed. Some of the animus behind the ground- 
less news stories which have since appeared might be 
traced to this fact, it is believed. . 

In reply to various newspaper criticisms alleging un- 
reasonable delay in the construction of submarine chasers 
for our Navy, Chief Constr. David W. Taylor, U.S.N., on 
June 14 made the following statements on behalf of the 
Navy Department: 

“It is substantially correct as reported that only 
twenty-five of these boats will be ready by Ang. 1, 
but we only expected ten to be completed by that time, 
so that the work is progressing better than expected. 
All persons getting the contracts have been investigated 
and have building facilities, with one exception. All 
contractors have put up bonds excepting one, and he had 
to put up bonds of ten per cent., according to the 
terms of the contract. 

“Work has progressed satisfactorily at the navy yards 
and at the privatee-yards, although it is admitted that 
in some cases work has not actually begun on the boats, 
but material for the work has been gathered. There is no 
reason to fear that there will be delay in delivery of 
engines, as the type of engine adopted is the same which 
has been turned out in large numbers by the company 
to foreign countries.”

GREAT LAKES TRAINING STATION REPORT. 


At the direction of Secretary Daniels, Admiral Wil- 
liam S. Benson, Chief of Naval Operations, U.S.N., has 
made a thorough personal inspection of the Great Lakes 
Training Station, and submitted the following report, 
which was made public on June 15 by Secretary Daniels: 

“I visited the Great Lakes Training Station on June 
11. I visited all the camps and buildings, and inspected 
all the housing and cooking arrangements, questioning 
the men as to conditions, food and general treatment. 
The morale of the training station is excellent, and, 
taking them altogether, I have never seen a healthier, 
finer looking lot of young men. I was assured by all that 
the food was excellent, the treatment considerate, and 
that while the arrangements for serving the meals were 
not all that could be desired in some cases, none of the 
men had any complaints to make. 

“In order to prevent the possible spread of contagious 
diseases, and for the general health of the command, the 
commandant has taken all of the men out of the buildings 
and placed them in tents. Bedding is aired every day, 
the tents are provided with good plank floors, raised sev- 
eral inches from the ground. A large percentage of the 
men are camped in what was recently a field, and natu- 
rally the ground is more or less soft, but boardwalks 
were placed along each street of the camp, and work is 
going on which should soon put the streets in good con- 
dition. Due to the sudden and very large expansion in 
numbers, the cooking arrangements were very unsatis- 
factory in some instances, but notwithstanding, the food 
seems to be very well prepared. A very satisfactory type 
of wooden kitchen is yapidly replacing the tents used, a 
new kind of range is being installed and, judging from 
what I saw, I have reason to believe that within a week 
or ten days the cooking problem will be solved. 

“While all the men did not have complete regular out- 
fits of clothing, practically all the men had uniforms of 
some kind which, pending the receipt of official clothing 
of all the various kinds, answered the purpose very well. 
I considered the general appearance of the men in this 
respect very satisfactory. The men, except those actu- 
ally sick, presented an unusually healthy, robust ap- 
pearance. I found quite a number of men in the hos- 
pital, most of them-suffering from the various contagious 
diseases that are incident to bringing together of large 
numbers of men from all parts of the country, and espe- 
cially so at this time when it is a well known fact that 
these diseases, such as measles, mumps, scarlet fever 
and spinal meningitis, are prevalent throughout the coun- 
try. While, due to the very rapid increase from 1,200 
or 1,400 men to 8,400 in such a short space of time, there 
were many features that were not satisfactory or ideal, 
there is every evidence of earnest effort on the part of 
all the officers at the Great Lakes Station and the re- 
sults I consider as being, on the whole, very good.” 
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NEGRO OFFICERS’ TRAINING CAMP OPENS. 

The Reserve Officers’ training camp for the negro offi- 
cers who are to hold commissions in the colored regiments 
provided for under the Selective Draft law, was opened 
at Fort Des Moines, Des Moines, Iowa, on June 18, with 
the student enrolment of 1,200. Col. C. C. Ballou, of the 
37th U.S. Infantry, in command of the camp, is as- 
sisted by a staff of white officers of the Regular Army, 
thirteen in number, and as the work progresses some of 
the students with military training will be called on to 
assist. For three months the prospective officers, care- 
fully selected from applicants in the six territorial de- 
partments of the United States, will be drilled on field 
and in lecture room for service abroad under Major Gen- 
eral Pershing. 

In addition to the approximately 1,000 candidates 
selected in the various departments, 250 negro non-com- 
missioned officers of the Reguiar Army are trying for 
commissions. The latter were selected from the 9th and 
10th Cavalry and the 24th and 25th Infantry. The 
senior instruction officer is Major Charles W. Castle, 
and the other white instructors are Majors Girard Sturte- 
vant and Ralph E. Ingram, Adjutant James G. Mc- 
Ilroy, Capts. Robert O. Ragsdale, Ben. F. Ristine, Ed- 
gar Z. Steever and James W. Everington, and Lieuts. 
James L. Frink, Max S. Murray, William Nalle and 








James G. Ord. The quartermaster is Captain Wallace. 
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U.S. MEDICAL UNITS ABROAD. 

The members of the 4th Red Cross Base Hospital, 
organized in Cleveland, Ohio, under command of Major 
Harry L. Gilchrist, Med. Corps, U.S.A., which arrived 
in Blackpool, England, a famous seaside resort, the latter 
part of May last, received a remarkable reception. A 
correspondent of the Plain Dealer, of Cleveland, in writ- 





. ing from Blackpool, May 22, gives a number of interest- 


ing facts. He states that this fashionable watering place 
is one of England’s largest training camps and that 
soldiers from British colonies from all over the world 
quartered there include veterans back from the front 
who have served as far away as Mesopotamia. The 


American Medical Unit, when it drills on the sand at 
low tide, always draws a big crowd. Upon arrival at 
Blackpool a delegation of military officers and citizens 
greeted them with the band playing ‘The Star-Spangled 
Banner.” Houses in the wide street fronting the station 
flew hundreds of flags and banners, and the street was 
lined with cheering crowds and files of soldiers drawn up 
at attention. The American Medical Unit marched with 
the Stars and Stripes and the British Union Jack side 
by side. 

The hospital unit, despite the fact that it had only'two 
weeks’ training, and part of that on ship board, under 
Major Gilchrist and Capt. Arnold D, Tuttle, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., was complimented by British officers upon its 
fine appearance. The Mayor of Blackpool, the Mayoress 
and other city and military officials reviewed the Ameri- 
eans. The Mayor appeared in his official robes of black 
and purple, and chain of office, while a huge powdered 
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‘wig fell to his shoulders, the dignity of centuries. After 


an address by the mayor, and flanked by crowds cheering 
themselves hoarse, the Medical Unit was billeted to dif- 
ferent boarding houses on Albert street. All the amuse- 
ment places were thrown open to the Americans, and in- 
cluded in this were the famous winter gardens, tower, 
palace, big theater, hotels, etc. The tower is a steel 
skeleton shaft 580 feet high and has one of the finest ball- 
rooms in Europe. The ballroom of the winter gardens 
rivals that of the tower, and is a most magnificent place. 
The olive drab and black buttons of the Americans gre 
now very conspicuous in the ballrooms and promenadeés, 
but the men in numerous cases are each escorting a fair 
maiden. The businesslike regularity of training at the 
great camp and the earnest drilling are very impressive. 
Every man seems to take the situation seriously. So 
far the soldiering of the American Unit has been marked 
with change and novelty, but they realize that they will 
soon experience the stern realities of war. 
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OUR SAILORS IN BRITAIN. 


The happy impression made on the people of Britain 
by the first detachment of officers and enlisted men of 
the U. S. Navy, serving with the destroyer force in 
British waters, is thus described by “An Hye-Witness” 
in the London Daily Mail of May 23: 

“Youth is the supreme impression received from these 
Transatlantic sailors—not only in years but in their at- 
titude to life do they seem beautifully young. Perhaps 
that is why they are so proud. They appear more 
slightly built than the British sailor, less ruddy, and 
a more wiry type. One receives an impression that 
they must be highly educated and have wrestled suc- 
cessfully with examiners. No doubt the tighter clothes 
and the little white caps they wear add to this slim 
youthfulness of appearance. 

“It is a little hard -to associate them with the grim 
business of war; ‘they are not saturated with it as we 
are saturated. They take it as casually as we used to 
do at the beginning. It is hard to get away from the 
impression that they are yachtsmen on a cruise. Their 
destroyers even have a suggestion of the yacht, with 
their beautiful slender lines—death yachts though, for 
they have ‘some’ guns and things. It is the officers who 
have the wielding of these men and guns and things 
that make one feel sorriest for the enemy. When they 
are not laughing they are so very thoughtful—so very 
much in deadly earnest. The American is prone to be 
all things to all professions and businesses, but when he 
specializes in one of them he takes it very seriously 
indeed. One realizes that to these highly trained ex- 
perts the problem is a grave one. They have come over 
in no holiday mood; the yachting illusion disappears in 
the presence of these intense young commanders with 
the hunting look on their faces. One would say that they 
take the game less breezily than the British naval officer. 

“Well, why not? A hundred million people are look- 
ing to them to ‘make good.’ They are the gage of bat- 
tle flung by those million people into the face of an 
emperor. They are the heralds of a new -dawn, the ad- 
vance guard of a great host. As we looked to our own 
little expeditionary force to hold high the name of Eng- 
land in France till England could come to the aid of 
France, so America looks to this flotilla. However, no 
one can say that the American flotilla casts a ~oom 
where it casts anchor; the men do not seem to have a 
care in the world. A disciplined democracy ‘out to make 
goed’ and sure of doing it. Sometimes they salute, but 
they do not make a hobby of it; they are casual about 
this. as about any other non-essential. 

“They seem to have brought their love of railway travel 
with them. They are always either catching trains or 
missing them. They have also brought with them their 
national game of baseball—‘glorified rounders’—and you 
have to specialize like a specialist before you can ‘make 
good’ in it. The local populace regard them with awe 
because they are so very rich and debonair. One under- 
stands that the wealth is more in the manner than the 
matter. The lower ratings are more highly paid than 
the British navy; the higher ratings are only on a level 
with our higher ratings.”

DESTRUCTION OF THE CRUISER CORMORAN. 


In the Guam News Letter for April, received at New 
York last week, there is an interesting account of the 
sinking of the interned converted German cruiser Cor- 
moran by her officers in the harbor of Guam on April T 
last, on the receipt of the news that the United States 
had declared a state of war with Germany. The account 
is taken from the log of the Cormoran, dated April 7, 
1917, and says: 

“Official news received that war exists with Germany. 
At 6:55 a.m., U.S.N.A. Proteus got under way and out 
to sea. At 7:20 a.m., U.S.S. Supply got under way and 
stood out over Calalan Bank, midway between Spanish 
Rocks and the end of Luminao Reef and stoodway east- 
ward outside of the reefs. At 7:35 a.m., Lieut. Owen 
Bartlett, U.S.N., in company with Lieut. W. F. Lafrenz, 
U.S.N., and two quartermasters detailed by the Supply 
left Piti in commandant’s barge, under flag of truce. At 
7:55 a.m, Lieutenant Bartlett boarded S8.M.S. Cormo- 
ran and presented to the commanding officer a letter from 
the Governor and military commander of Guam demand- 
ing the immediate and unconditional surrender of the 
ship and personnel. Demand refused and counter pro- 
posal made to turn over the personnel, but not the ship. 
Proposal declined, and verbal demand made for the im- 
mediate and unconditional surrender of ship and per- 
sonnel. Demand refused. Commanding officer of Cor- 
moran informed that his ship would be treated as an 
enemy vessel, the personnel as enemies. At 8:02 a.m., 
Lieutenant Bartlett left Cormoran. At 8:03 a.m., one 
heavy detonation heard and red flame, black smoke and 
flying débris observed in wake of bridge. Crew were 
abandoning ship over stern into water. Cormoran 
settled by stern, listed heavily to starboard, lying hori- 
zontally on beam ends, sank in this position, and at 8:07 
a.m. disappeared. All station steamers and other craft 
engaged in rescue of prisoners of war assisted by boats 
from Supply. At nine a.m. prisoners of war all landed 
and transported to detention camps. Prisoners of war 
as follows: Twenty officers, ten warrant officers, two pay 
clerks, 289 enlisted men, twenty-eight black men, four 
Chinamen.” | 

The log gives the names of two dead warrant officers 
and five enlisted men of the Cormoran killed by the ex- 
plosion, and also the names of two enlisted men missing.

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THE TORPEDOING OF THE MORENI. 


The accounts of the sinking of the armed American 
steamer Moreni by a German submarine by gunfire on 
June 12 indicate that the guns of the submarine were 
superior in range and power to that aboard the steamer. 
The submarine began the attack at 8,000 yards, which 
is four nautical miles, and was barely visible to the 
steamer, while the latter presented a big mark to the 
submarine. The United States Navy gun crew aboard 
the Moreni, which belonged to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, was unable to make any hits in the 150 shots it 

during the two hours’ fight. The State Department 
sree ashington on June 15 gave out the following facts: 

“The Department of State is informed of the sinking 
of the American tanker ship Moreni about six on the 
morning of June 12 after a two-hour running fight with 
a German submarine. The vessel was first fired upon 
from an estimated distance of 8,000 yards at four in the 
morning. The steamship, which was armed and carried 
a gun crew, returned the shots and attempted to escape. 
There was a light breeze and a smooth sea. The sub- 
marine was hardly visible. After 150 shots, in reply to 
some 200 shots fired by the submarine, the crew aban- 
doned the vessel, which was ablaze, taking to the life- 
boats in a fiery sea. An oiler, Edward Cunningham, was 
drowned while escaping to a boat. G. Curran, jr., of 
New York city, wireless operator, died of heart failure 
in the lifeboat, and one seaman, E. Mustoner, was in- 
jured by gunfire and died in the lifeboat. A. Giersen, 
fireman. also died of wounds. These last two men were 
treated by the surgeon of the submarine. The German 
submarine captain congratulated the American captain 
upon the splendid fight he had made., Half an hour after 
the vessel was sunk the crew was picked up by a passing 
steamship. Forty-three of the original crew of forty- 
seven were landed. Six of these were slightly hurt and 
placed in .. hospital. All the gunners were saved.’

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AMBULANCE MEMORIAL TO MRS. PERSHING. 


The Darrach Ambulance Fund, which has been au- 
thorized by the American Ambulance Field Service in 
France, is assembling $20,000 for the purchase of a sec- 
tion of ambulances to be sent to France as a memorial to

In order that as many as possible may participate in 
the gift Mrs. Darrach has planned to send ten ambu- 
lances in the unit from ten individual groups of women, 
each group to be composed of 1,000 women who have 
contributed one dollar each. One of these ambulances 
will bear on its name plate, “Army Women of America” 
ambulance, and another, “Navy Women of America” 
ambulance. A third will be “College Women of Ameri- 
ea.” A large number of Army and Navy women of the 
country may thus have the privilege of participating in 
the memorial. ?

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SERVICE WOMEN UNITE IN RED CROSS WORK. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Some time in February of the present year,*Miss Mabel 
Boardman called a meeting of all women associated with 
the men constituting our National Defenses—not only 
the wives, but the widows, mothers, daughters and ‘sis- 
ters—and urged them in a strong speech to form organ- 
izations for Red Cross work, along the lines of their 
own Closest affiliations. ’ 

The women connected with the Army responded by 
holding a meeting to form an Army Woman’s Red Cross 
Chapter. At this gathering it was decided to send a 
letter to the mass meeting of Navy women, suggesting 
a combination of effort. The suggestion elicited im- 
mediate approval from the Navy and Marine Corps 
women and a coalition was formed which now includes 
the women affiliated with all arms of our national forces, 

It is the object of this writing to urge that as, in gen- 
eral, Army women throughout the country have no purely 
local calls upon their capacity for patriotic work, they 
will promptly enroll themselves as members . f the “United 
Service Women’s Branch,” at the same time endeavoring 
to work through and with any Red Cross chapters which 
may be established near them. Im localities where no 
chapter exists, Army women, by giving themselves execu~ 
tive form under the United Service Women’s Branch 
will add much to the value and significance of individual 
effort. 

Also there are now everywhere women interested in the 
Reserve officers who, even if already in their local chap- 
ters, might be glad to connect themselves with the Army 
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erganization teo and divide or double their work, accord- 
ing to time and energy. 

The branch is meant to show and will show that every 
Army woman—wife, mother, sister, or daughter—as well 
as those who, being widows, have been called upon to 
make the greatest sacrifice—all are standing back of the 
work their men are doing in this war, ready to help with 
the very best that is in them.

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CREDIT FOR CADET SERVICE. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The proposed promotion legislation whereby construc- 
tive service shall be given for service as a cadet officer at 
West Point, or in a private military academy, is 80 
partisan, unjust, and destructive that not only every 
graduate of West Point, but every other fair-minded 
man should rally against it. My class graduated 111. 
Only twenty-six, of that number could be cadet officers. 
To say that the remaining eighty-five should have their 
four hard spent years discarded in favor of the service 
of some private school cadet officer, however excellent 
that school may have been, will dishearten and discourage 
not only a great many conscientious officers now in the 
Service, but many more to come. ae : 

Every graduate knows that the majority of “makes” 
at West Point were and are selected for their fitness. 
Another thing he knows is that there were always some 
who were not. Humanity will always show the attributes 
of humanity. In my own case I was a clean sleeve for four 
years. Yet, at graduation, my standing in military 
efficiency was higher than that of several who had worn 
chevrons. . 

Congress, having established West Point, seems to de- 
vote a share of its time to the depreciation and deliberate 
damage of its own construction. West Point should be, 
or it should not be. If it should be, let us have it legis- 
lated for on broad, fair lines, which will attract to it the 
best material by offering them a fair and secure return 
for their effort. If it should not be, lest more money be 
wasted, let us abolish it with one sweep and not try to 
kill it by the process of attrition. At all events I hope 
the voice of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, always raised 
in defense of the square deal, will be heard unmistakably 
on this subject; and that the graduates of the Academy 
will become alert at once in resisting this proposed legis- 
lative injustice before it “gumshoes” through Congress 
as a rider on some important legislation.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports June 15-21.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. . 


The supposedly severe effect of the Entente attacks 
of this spring on the forces of Crown Prince Rupprecht 
ig not reflected in the German casualty lists as totaled 
for the month of May by the London Times. As thus 
presented the casualties reported during the month by 
the German authorities attain 110,956, a figure which 
Entente critics, basing their reckoning on the number of 
German prisoners taken and on the vigor of the German 
counter-attacks, have supposed to be greatly exceeded. 
In a month greatly exceeding the average month in re- 
gard to severe and continued hostilities, the German casu- 
alties, as officially given, fall about 40,000 below the 
monthly average for the whole war to date. London an- 
nounces that the total of German prisoners taken on the 
western front up to the close of May was 76,067. 

The first of the U.S. troops are reported to have entered 
their cantonments at Paris, where their presence appears 

open a new stage of the war in France, the stage in 
which the American fighting force is to be built up for ¢o- 
operation on French soil. The military operations of the 
Allies give no indication -at the present moment as to 
what their policy is to be during the period preliminary 
to the active American participation. If any postpone- 
ment of the offensive plans for the present summer, de- 
signed to permit the forces of the United States to exert 
their full power, is now intended, the signs of it should 
appear in the military developments of the immediate 
future. : mie 

In the Ypres and Arras region the British have, to 
some extent, followed up during the week their previous 
gains without, however, amplifying the scope of their 
operations. The Germans have refrained from any action 
in the Ypres area resembling their great counter-attack of 
last mouth to the east and north of Croisilles. In con- 
sequence the fighting between Ypres and Armentiéres 
during the week has taken a character of local activity 
in which the immediate objectives in view have been 
lacking in obvious connection with larger plans. The 
British, although apparently under the impression that 
the Germans had decided to yield the ground between the 
Douve and Lys rivers, west of Warneton, advanced in 
this sector with caution, following their occupation of 
St. Yves village on the 14th. They attacked on a broad 
front, extending, according to the German statement, 
from the vicinity of Ypres to that of Armentiéres. Lon- 
don reported gains of from 500 to 1,000 yards along this 
front, with but small ceptures of prisoners ard material, 
indicating that the area was not strongly held. The 
German report admitted the retirement of detachments 
which, it said, had been engaged in screening the fighting 
line. A German attack at a point south of the Ypres- 
Comines canal, near the northern extremity of this front, 
was delivered after artillery preparation on the night of 
June 15, apparently to extend and strengthen the Ger- 
man position at Hollebeke, threatened by the British ad- 
vance. No resulting gain was claimed by Berlin. On 
the 16th unusual inactivity attended the reconnoissances 
natural to the formation of the new fronts as shaped by 
the outcome of the British assault of the 7th. The Brit- 
ish, June 18, recorded farther slight gain between Mes- 
sines and Warneton. - 

Fast of Loos the British attacked on the morning of the 
15th, and were repulsed, according to Berlin, by Anhalt 
and Altenburg battalions. They continued the local pres- 
sure against Lens, however, with an attack on the north 
bank of the Souchez river June 19, where the British 
statement reported a slight gain with a few prisoners. 
East of Monchy, where the British have made numerous 
attempts to gain along the direct route from Arras to 
Cambrai, a British attack on June 14 resulted in the 
capture of a portion of the German front line immedia- 
ately beyond Infantry Hill. Farther British attacks at 
this point failed on the two following days, <nd a Ger- 
man counter-attack, early on the morning of the 18th, 
drove the British back to their former position on In- 
fantry Hill. Near Bullecourt the British renewed their 
efforts against the unreduced remnant of German trenches 
west of the village, which remained in the possession of 
the defense when the British captured the village itself 
on May 17. The British detachments succeeded in enter- 
ing these trenches on June 15. Berlin reported that the 
British were ejected on the 17th. On the 18th and 19th 
engagements occurrgd on the Bapaume-Cambrai_high- 
road and east of Croisilles. Farther attacks were made 
by the Germans on the 20th north of the Souchez river, 
where Berlin claimed that its counter-offensive limited 
the British success. : ; 

German artillery and infantry action against the 
French front north of the Aisne along the fifteen miles 

between Craonne and Laffaux was maintained without 
the display of increased forces or the attainment of any 
notable gain. The French statements note the freer em- 
ployment of the enemy’s ammunition here and in the 
neighborhood of Reims than is reported in other por- 
tions of the western front. The infantry attacks were, 
however, of such a character as to be repulsed in the 
majority of- cases by the French defensive fire. The 
French position at Hurtebise farm, west of Craonne, 
after a severe bombardment, was attacked by a Bavarian 
regiment on the night of June 17. The Bavarians entered 
the French front at a point northwest of the farm and 
succeeded in maintaining themselves, according to Ber- 
lin, against French counter-attacks on the two followi 
days. The Paris mont of June 17 concedes that the 
enemy was successful in maintaining himself in a small 
portion of the advanced line. A German preparation for 
an attack farther to the west, at Bovelle, on the night of 
the 16th broke down, according to Paris, under the 
French artillery fire, On the morning of the 18th, states 
the Berlin communication, a German attack was deliy- 
ered near Cerny, in the same region, Paris, June 20, re 
—— artillery actions at the western extremity of the 
hemin des Dames front between the Ailette river and 
Laffaux Hui, South of the Aisne Reims was subjected 


for some days to a heavy fire from the German batteries, 
which casualties among the population of the city, 


but was not followed by any corresponding German in 


fantry action. North of Reims, at Courcy, the French 
lost and regained a trench on the 16th, while their re- 
connoitering detachments on the night of the 15th pene- 
trated opposing trenches lying east of Reims. This ac- 
tivity suggests the possibility of preparatiens for an 
attack at Reims by one side or the other. On the 18th 
when the Reims bombardment reached its height over 
2,000 shells were thrown into the city. In the mean- 
while the German efforts north of the Aisne were main- 
tained. On the 20th two German attacks were sus- 
tained, according to Paris. South of Filain the Ger- 
mans were repulsed, but east of Vauxaillon, in an attack 
on a front of over a kilometer, delivered with large effec- 
tives they gained a hold on the front line trenches. Paris, 
June 21, reports that the attack was made with fresh 
troops from the Russian front, and asserts that all the 
lost position was regained by a French counter-offensive 
of the morning of the 21st. 

While maintaining the defensive from Reims westward 
the French were active on portion of their front lying 
east of the city. In the Moronvillers region of Western 
Champagne they made a local gain between Mt. Cornillet 
and Mt. Blond. Here, on recently losing possession of 
the heizhts, the Germans retained a salient some 50 
meters in frontal extent. The French captured the posi- 
tion on the rhorning of June 18, with a small number of 
prisoners. The German guns immediately shelled their 
lost trenches and on the next day delivered a counter- 
attack which was thrown back with the loss of some 
prisoners, according to Paris. Berlin claimed the re- 
capture of the greater part of the trench on June 20. 

Elsewhere on the French front numerous German re- 
connoissances were made near Hill 304 (Verdun area), 
in the Chevaliers Wood (Argonne), on the Meuse heights 
and in Lorraine, The French made surprise attacks on 
the 16th in the Moevre and at Hilsenfirst in the Vosges. 
On the 17th they entered the enemy lines near Leintrey 
and south of Senones. On the 18th they took prisoners 
in a small encounter in the Parroy forest. The French 
patrol activity was chiefly marked on the Lorraine front. 


= THE BUSSIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


Owing to its bearing on the plans of all the belliger- 
ents, the declaration of Russia in favor of continued war- 
fare side by side with the Allies is to be noted. It is 
limited in its importance by the doubt whether the au- 
thority of the Duma on such a point as this will be re- 
spected by the other portions of the present government 
of Russia. Among the further military embarrassments 
of Russia is the convocation of a congress at Kiev to 
consider the question of establishing independence or 
autonomy for the southwestern portion of European Rus- 
sia, known as the Ukraine. Such a step would further 
disturb the status of both of the Russian armed forces 
south of the River Pritet and of the Roumanian army, 
together with the unconquered Roumanian territory of 
Moldavia. On the Russian front there has been some 
farther effort to renew hostilities. The attempts again 
take the form of local attacks apparently designed to fur- 
nish an example of military earnestness to the less en- 
thusiastic elements in the Russian army. Berlin, June 
17, reported a number of such enterprises chiefly in the 
central part of the Russian front near Lutsk and 
Zlochov, and farther south on the Carpathian border. 


ITALY, SERBIA, TURKEY. 


Engagements on the Italian front have been widely dis- 
persed during the week on the eastern and western Tren- 
tino borders, in the Carnic Alps, along the Isonzo and 
upon the Carso. In most of these regions the artillery 
has been predominant, with occasional enterprises by 
mountain troops in small detachments. At-several main 
points, on the other hand, important infantry action 
has taken place, notably on the Carso and Asiago pla- 
teaux. Alpine detachments in the western Trentino, ac- 
cording to the Rome report, captured Corno Cavento, a 
height of over 11,000- feet, on June 15, from the Austrian 
garrison. On the Ortigara, adjoining the Asiago plateau, 
the Austrians attempted, on the 15th, to expell the Ital- 
ians who had gained a lodgment by the surprise attack 
of June 10. The counter-attack failed after a series of 
attacks lasting the greater part of the day. On June 18 
the Austrians, as Rome reports, were repulsed on the 
Carso, in an attempt to capture Hill 219, northeast of 
Jamiano. The Italians on June 19 by a sudden advance 
on Mt. Ortigara renewed their offensive in the Trentino 
taking 936 prisoners, according to the Italian official re- 
port of the 20th, and gaining Height 2105 among other 
Austrian positions. This line of attack threatens to lay 
open the Sugana valley, which affords the natural ap- 
proach to the city of Trent from the west. Trent is a 
strong offensive point upon which was based the formid- 
able Austrian advance toward the Venetian plain a year 
ago, and it forms one of the chief objectives in the Ital- 
ian campaign. = 

In connection with the overthrow of the Greek King 
Constantine, the troops of General Sarrail have advanced 
from the direction of Salonica and Monastir southward 
and westward through Greek Macedonia and Thessaly. 
It was announced at London on the 19th that French 
troops had reached Furka Pass in the Othrys mountain 
range bounding Thessaly on the south. The reported 
fact that the Thessaly grain crop, the chief native bread- 
stuff supply of the country, is yet uncut, together with 
the supposed activity of numerous German agents and 
native bands, may be taken as having a bearing on the 
sudden withdrawal of troops from the reserve bodies in 
the Macedonian interior, to carry out a temporary police 
measure. The Bulgar forces, which are said to form the 
great bulk of the Teuton power at this moment in Mace- 
donia, failed to make the overturn of power at Athens 
the occasion of an immediate attack. On the contrary, 
a dispatch from Switzerland states that Ferdinand, of 
Bulgaria, is occupied rather with the future prospects 
of a much intensified Balkan offensive, with Greece as 
a factor, and that he is preparing to go again to the 
German Imperial headquarters, as on the occasion of 
Roumania’s war declaration last year and demand heavy 
Teuton reinforcements. The British troops have partici- 
pated in the occupation of Thessaly, it is reported, as 
well as in that of the Pirseus, the port of Athens. On 
the other hand, they have withdrawn their posts from a 
considerable strip of territory along the Struma on their 
eastern Macedonian front, lying chiefly between the lakes 
of Tahimos and Butkova. Thirteen villages have been 
evacuated and part have been occupied immediately by 
the Bulgar troops. The prevalence of malaria in the 
river bottoms during the summer season is assigned as 
the reason for the abandonment of the territory. Hos- 
tilities on the Macedonian front during the week have 
been confined mainly to exchanges of artillery fire and 
to aoe encounters in the region evacuated by the 
British. 

The Turkish fields have been again devoid of military 
events. Both Mesopotamia and Palestine lie in the 
warmer area of the Turkish Asiatic territory and are 
therefore disadvantageous for active campaigning during 
the summer mon . 

In German Wast Africa the British have opened a new 
attack from the coast against the German and native 
forces defending this lass remaining of the Teuton’s 
colonial possessions. London announced that British

colored troops conveyed over the Indian Ocean landed 
June 10 in the estuary of the Lukeledi river, under 
the protection of fire from warships, and occupied the 
settlement of Meweka on the estuary. The German 
forces are now confined to the southern part of the colony 
as a result of last year’s operations, and their line of 
retreat from the coast would be limited on the south by 

Portuguese territory and on the west by Lake Nyassa, 


NOTES OF THE WAR. 


An unofficial statement issued June 18 by the British 
Admiralty says that the Japanese naval attaché com-- 
municates that one of the Japanese flotillas in the Med- 
iterranean on the evening of June##2 attacked an enemy 
submarine and, it is believed, probably sank it. 

The Japanese Admiralty on June 16, announced that 
while Japanese destroyers were attacking a submarine 
in the Mediterranean on June 11 the destroyer Sakaki 
was torpedoed and damaged. The damaged craft was 
towed to port. The Japanese Naval Attaché at London 


States that fifty-five lives were lost on the Sakaki. 
In commenting on the Japanese official statement the 
British Admiralty says that the Sakaki was one of the 
destroyers which gallantly aided in rescuing troops and 
crew from the transport Transylvania, which was tor- 
pedoed in the Mediterranean on May 4, at the imminent 
risk of being herself torpedoed. Her handling on that 
occasion, the Admiralty says, by her commanding officer, 
who placed ithe Sakaki and kept her in a most advan- 
tageous position for carrying on rescue work in very bad 
weather, won the admiration of everybody, especially the 
captaix of the ship’s company on the Transylvania. The 
Sakasi is of the most recent type of Japanese destroyers. 
Neg details of construction or armament are given. 

The armed British merchant cruiser Avenger was tor 
pedoed and sunk in the North Sea on the night of June 
13, 1917, the Admiralty announced. All except one 

those aboard were saved. 


Denial was made on June 18 by the British Adm’ 
ralty of an assertion in a German dispatch that a Ger- 
man submarine sank a British torpedo boat destroyer 
of the L class June 11 in the Mediterranean. 


The U.S. Navy gun crew aboard the American tank 
steamer John D. Archbold, owned by the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, which was torpedoed and sunk 
off the French coast by a submarine, on June 14, 1917, 
were all saved. Four of her crew, however, were lost. 
The gun crew was made up as follows: Chief Btsn. Mate 
Timothy O’Donnell, in charge; Btsn. Mate Frederick Al- 
exander Guelke, Ist Class; Gunner’s Mate Louis Asberry 
Daugherty, 3d Class; Coxswain Frank Donal Williams; 
Seamen Charles Edward Dunn, Robert Edward Riggs, 
Albert Edward Schroeder, Albert Nelson, John Joseph 
Hickey, Charles Edwin Matson, William Ortutay, Wil- 
lian John Schaefer, and Joseph Arthur Lamb. The 
steamer seems to have been torpedoed before the gun 
crew got a chance to fire. 

An official statement issued in Berlin on June 16 
says that the submarine sunk by the Kroonland could 
not have been German, as all German submarines which 
were off the Irish coast on May 15 have returned. 

The British air forces destroyed another Zeppelin, 
Z-48, during a night attack on June 16 in which two per- 
sons were killed and sixteen injured. The German Admi- 
ralty announced the loss together with the name of the 
captain of the Z-48 who was killed with all his crew. 

The German casualties as reported in the German 
official casualty lists in May follow: Killed and died of 
wounds or sickness, 22,000. Prisoners and missing, 
26,562. Wounded, 62,394. Total, 110,956. These casu- 
alties added to those previously reported give the follow- 
ing totals since the beginning of the war: Killed and 
died of wounds or sickness, 1,068,127; prisoners and 
missing, 557,410; wounded, 2,731,223; total, 4,356,760. 

The weekly report of the British government as to 
the losses of ships in the German submarine campaign 
issued on June 20 reads: ay 2,897 ; sailings, 2,993, 
British merchant ships over 1,600 tons sunk by mine 
or submarine, including three previously, twenty-seven ; 
under 1,600 tons, including one previously, five. British 
merchant ships unsuccessfully attacked, including two 
previously, thirty-one. British fishing véssels sunk, none. 
The week includes one gay which is regarded as a record 
for the number of vessels lost. 
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One of the many minor bits of information brought to 
the War Department by British officers who accompanied 
the British mission fo this country dealt with the remark- 
able celerity with which army shoes went to pieces when 
subjected to the mud of French battlefields and the 
crushed stone topping of her famous roads. A colonel 
who was with the visitors commented very favorably on 
the general qualities of the regulation footwear issued 
to our own troops but expressed the fear that a pair 
would last about one-half the usual period if the wearer 
was on duty in France. Preparations have been made 
to offset such conditions, however:” Each regiment leav- 
ing for foreign duty will take with it a special half- 
soling machine for the repair of shoes. The necessary 
leather for the regiment will be carried in the train 
equipment. If conditions warrant an “over-sole” will be 
tacked on the new shoes as soon as they are issued, in 
order that a fair amount of wear may be guaranteed. 
Similar machines are to be placed in each station in this 
country. They are largely automatic in operation and 
the shoes of an entire regiment may be re-soled in a 
remarkably short time. 
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Admissions to the Naval Academy up to June 20 
brought the membership of new Fourth Class well above 
300. Physical examinations of those who passed the 
mental tests in February and April are nearly completed, 
but a few who failed to pass on account of minor physical 
defects, which may be corrected by an operation, are 
stili to be examined. At the examination beginning 
June 27 1,700 youths, the largest number ever authorized 
to take an entrance examination at the academy, will 
take the tests. It was said that 800 will be in the new 
class, the largest class which has ever entered the insti 
tution by about 200. 
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Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Chief of Staff, U.S.A, 
who is in Russia with the American mission, left Petro- 
grad on June 18 for the headquarters of General Brusiloff 
at the front. Before leaving Petrograd General Scot 
with the commandant of the Petrograd ison, visi 
the barracks of the first regiment guards, where, after 
refreshments were served, the Cossacks entertained the 
American soldier with trick riding and Russian dances, 
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RECENT DEATSHS. 

Rear Admiral William Parker Potter, U.S.N., retired, 
who was advanced five numbers for eminent and conspicu- 
ous conduct in battle during the war with Spain, died 
suddenly in his home at Whitehall, N.Y., June 22, 1917, 
of apoplexy. He had been in poor health for some time. 
Admiral Potter was born in Whitehall, N.Y., May 10, 
1850. He was graduated from the United States Naval 
Academy in 1869. He reached the rank of rear ad- 
miral in 1908, and was retired May 10, 1912, on attain- 
fing the age of sixty-two years. From 1869 to 1874 he 
gerved successively on board the Sabine, the Franklin, 
the Constellation, the Hartford and the Iroquois. After- 
ward he was attached to the Naval Academy for four 

ears, and then became flag secretary of the North At- 

ntic Fleet. Admiral Potter was flag secretary, of the 
Buropean Squadron in 1885 and 1886 and again in 1893 
and 1894. After the Spanish-American War he served 
at the navy yard at League Island, and later commanded 
the Ranger. When the battleship Vermont was placed in 
commission in 1907 he was placed in command of her, 
and later commanded the Fourth Division of the At- 
lantic Fleet in the trip around the world. Admiral Pot- 
ter was made Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion in 1909, and in December of that year became aid for 
personnel to Secretary Meyer, who highly praised the 
services of Admiral Potter. He had a sea service of 
twenty years and eight months and twenty-three years 
and ten months of shore duty. He leaves a wife and one 
daughter. A 

Med. Dir. Walter A. McClurg, U.S.N., retired, died 
at Washington, D.C., June 15, 1917. He was born at 
Landenberg, Pa., Feb. 4, 1852, and was appointed as 
Assistant Surgeon in the Navy on Feb. 8, 1874. He 
served during the Spanish-American War, on duty on 
the U.S.S. Richmond from May 30, 1898, to the close 
of the war. He was promoted to Medical Inspector, 
Nov. 19. 1900; to Medical Director, June 16, 1907, and 
was retired on Sept. 1, 1908, upon his own application 
after the completion of thirty years’ service. 

Major James Bourke, Med. Corps, U.S.A., shot and 
killed himself at his home in Washington, D.C., June 
17, 1917. He had been suffering from a mental break- 
Gown. Major Bourke was born in Ireland, Nov. 24, 
1869, and was a graduate of Rush Medical College and 
the Army and Navy Medical School. He entered the 
Army as an assistant surgeon, Sept. 9, 1902. 

Volun- 
teers, father of the wife of Brig. Gen. John P. Wisser. 
U.S.A., retired, died at Santa Barbara, Cal., June 17. 

Mrs. Caroline Bayard Randolph, wife of Col. Benja- 
min Walker Atkinson, U.S.A., died at Washington, D.C., 
June 18.

BIDS FOR MOTOR TRUCKS. 

Following the opening of: the bids for 70,000 motor 
trucks for the Army in Chicago on June 10 the abstracts 
of the bids were forwarded to Washington as a statement 
of June 20 indicates. Upwards of 200 concerns made bids 
for the trucks of which the War Department wants 
35,000 type A one-and-one-half-ton trucks and 35,000 
type B three-ton trucks. Recommendations for purchase 
will be made through the Bureau of Transportation, 
Q.M.C., at Washington,. but the actual awards will be 
made by the depot quartermaster at Chicago in the near 
future. The complete bids have not yet been announced, but 
according to unofficial report, virtually all the big motor 
companies and many of the smaller concerns submitted 
bids. Many types and sizes were offered, the prices 
ranging from $1,031 for one-ton trucks to $4,600 for five- 
ton vehicles. Three concerns each offered to build at 

t 35,000. Three companies offered to build trucks 
at cost plus ter per cent. profit. Offers to turn out ten 
trucks a day came from two firms with no limit set on 
the total. Contracts were asked that will hold good 
sage the present fiscal year. The number of cars to 
be ordered has not been determined as yet, but will be 
gauged by the immediate needs and the prospective needs 
for next year. The time of delivery offered varied from 
thirty days to six months. ° 

Figures given in Washington in connection with the bids 
estimate that there are “only 35,000 trucks on the entire 
Western front.” This we have reason to believe is very 
far from the actual figures, which greatly exceed this 
number. We have it on excellent authority that no less 
than 40,000 motor trucks have been manufactured by 
five of the leading concerns in this country alone, since 
the war began, and have been sent abroad for use by the 
Allies; of these 15,000 are stated to have gone to Russia. 
If these figures are correct it would leave 25,000 trucks 
known to have been delivered from this country for use 
on the western front. Allowing for possible additions 
from lesser concerns here, and adding the undoubtedly tre- 
mendous output of motor trucks in England, France and 
Italy, it hardly seems likely that there can be but 35,000 
trucks in use by the Allies—even taking into considera- 
tion the rapidity of loss and depreciation in such a war 
as the present one.

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Col. James B. Erwin, Cayv., U.S.A., was among those 


who attended the commencement exercises at Trinity 
College, Hartford, and received the degree of Bachelor 
of Science as of the class of 1876. While a student at the 
college he was a roommate of Col. W. ©. Skinner, presi- 
dent of Colt’s Patent Fire Arms Manufacturing Com- 
pany. He was graduated from the U.S.M.A. in 1880, is 
an honor graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry School. 
His Army service includes duty in the Geronimo cam- 
paign, service in the Northwest, and as superintendent of 
the Yellowstone National Park. When the Spanish War 
broke out he went to the Philippines and was in service 
off and on for seven years in the islands. When trouble 
came on the border he went with Gen. John J. Persh- 
ing into Mexico. On the first rush into Mexico they 
marched twenty-four hours at a stretch. Colonel Erwin, 
as commander of the 7th Cavalry, was mentioned for 
special bravery in pursuit of Villa. He was in the en- 
gagement with the Villa troops, in an all-day fight, when 
after being wounded Villa escaped to the mountains. At 
the present time, Colonel Erwin is on special inspection 
duty for the Eastern Department, with headquarters at 
Governors Island. He speaks in highest terms of the 
men in training in the officers’ training camps.

The first official designation of the new forces as the 
“National Army” was made in the special orders of the 
War oa of June 14, when Major John A. Laird, 
Engrs. O.R.C., and several lieutenants from the same 
corps were ordered to report to the “2d Engineers, Na- 
tional Army.” On the same date quite a number of offi- 
cers in the grades of captain and lieutenant were as- 
signed to the 2d, 4th and 6th Engineers. These organiza- 
tions are the same previously designated as Reserve En- 
gineers. The explanation of the causes impelling the 
change furnishes an interesting sidelight on the opera- 
tions of the legal red tape which binds our departments. 
Orders for the organization of the nine Reserve regi- 
ments of Engineers were issued several weeks before the 
passage of the Emergency Army Act, but the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department believed there was suffi- 
cient authority under existing legislation to permit the 
President to raise “special units” within his discretion. 
Some cautious officer, however, called the attention of the 
General Staff to the possibility of future embarrassment, 
and an entirely new set of orders were sent out bringing 
these units under the latest legislation. A movement has~ 
been starfed in the House by Congressman W. P. Bor- 
land, of Missouri, to designate the selective draft forces 
Eevee legislation as the “National Army of the United 

ates.”

aratyphoid fevers (“A” and “B”), prior to their arrival in 

urope, 

Vaccination against paratyphoid fever will be given in same 
manner, in same dosage, and with same intervals as now pre- 
scribed in Sec. I, G.O. 4, War D., 1915, as amended by Sec. 
Iv. G.0. 23, War D., 1915 (Par. 273, C. of O., 1881-1915), 
for vaccination against typhoid fever. The only vaccine u 
for this purpose will be the mixed “A” and “B” vaccine, pre- 
pared in laboratories of Medical School, Washington, 
which can be had upon direct application to commandant of 
the. school.

Specification 4 alleged that Cadet Cameron, in the cadet mess 
hall, on March 2, 1917, did harass, molest and annoy Cadet 
Gray by interfering with his eating. 

The accused pleaded ‘“‘not guilty.” 

Findings.—Of the first and second specifications of the 
charge, ‘guilty.’ Of the third specification the charge, 
“guilty except the words, ‘punish and humiliate,’ substituting 
therefor the words, ‘and punish’; of the excepted words, not 
guilty, and of the substituted words, guilty.” Of the fourth 
specification of the charge, “guilty.” Of the charge, “guilty.” 

Sentence.—“To be dismissed the service.” 

The sentence was approved by President Wilson and took 
effect June 2, 1917.

To handle such a grenade it 
should be carried with the stem down and if practicable 
thrown into deep water, from which its recovery is improbable, 
If that be not practicable, the grenade should be buried in 
the ground where it will not likely be recovered.” 

8. Similar precautions should be taken with other types of 
grenades.

This 
relates to the wearing of uniforms to secure uniformity in 
dress and appearance. The cotton service uniform is pre- 
scribed for habitual wear by all officers of this command until 
retreat. The white uniform will not be worn on duty with 
troops under arms. It will be worn after retreat and on Sun- 
days and holidays, and may be worn at any time when not 
on’ duty with troops. 

The terms “when engaged in athletic games and sports” in 
Par. 5, page 13, Uniform Regulations, will be construed to 
authorize the wearing of athletic clothes while en route to and 
returning from such games and sports. This interpretation 
will however be strictly construed and will not authorize offi- 
cers to visit clubs or to loiter there or elsewhere while en 
route. 

Wher officers elect to take the physical exercise required on 
horseback, they may wear the olive drab shirt in place of the 
service coat required by Sec. “B,” page 50, Table of Occa- 
sions, Uniform Regulations. With this exception, the regula- 
tions governing the use of the olive drab flannel shirt without 
a blouse will be interpreted as limiting its use to drill, and to 
actual field exercises and as prohibiting its use within post 
limits except when actually at drill, and on occasions when 
troops are engaged in field exercises within the post limits, 
When the drill or exercise is concluded, officers and men will 
at once resume proper dress. 

The wearing of the white collar and white cuffs with the 
white cotton service coats is optional. 

These requirements will apply to officers visiting or passing 
through Manila as well as to those stationed in the city, at 
all military stations in the Philippine Islands, and on inter 
island transports. .

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AIR ARMADA PROGRAM FAVORED. 

Later developments of the week’s news regarding the 
augmentation of our air service reaching us since the 
writing of the story on page 1397 of this issue, “Great 
Air Fleet Planned,” indicate that the proposition to ap- 
propriate $600,000,000 for aircraft building has received 
the support of both houses of Congress, the Secretary of 
War, and, according to reliable information, will be in- 
directly approved by the sub-committee of the Committee 
on Military Affairs of the Senate through the endorse- 
ment by that body of the Sheppard-Hurlkert bill provid- 
ing for a Department of Aeronautics. A report on this 
legislation was expected as this issue went to press. 

As proposed by the Aircraft Production Board of the 
Council of National Defense, the new plans for the air 
arm of this country’s forces embrace nothing less than 
an aerial armada capable of literally smothering the com- 
mon enemy. Tentative estimates provide for the ex- 
penditure before the summer of 1918 of about one bil- 
lion dollars, the great bulk going into concrete prepara- 
tions for future years in the shape of training camps 
and training machines. For the immediate future, pro- 
vision would be made for 6,000 active aviators and the 
18,000 machines they will require. 

One of the greatest obstacles to the carrying out of 
this program lay in the fact that no engine has been de- 
veloped in this country which embodied the elements of 
speed and reliability necessary for the latest types of 
war-planes. This obstacle now has been overcome. How- 
ard Coffin, of the Advisory Commission, and the leading 
civilian- member of the various aeronautic boards, has 
been working for nearly a year with the assistance of 
the best motor experts of the country in an effort to 
perfect an engine to fill the need. Negotiations were first 
undertaken with a British concern which sent to this 
country plans purporting to show the latest development 
of aircraft motor as used by the Royal Flying Corps. 
Fortunately, though accidentally, it was discovered that 
the plans under consideration were of an inferior type 
of machine which had been in reality discarded nearly a 
year ago. The negotiations were immediately broken 
off and a commission of experts was sent abroad to gather 
reliable data. With this before them, Mr. Coffin and his 
assistants have made such rapid progress that they have 
been able to proceed with the actual testing of a sample 
machine. The result has not been announced officially, 
but the engine has been definitely approved by the fore- 
most engineers of the War and Navy Departments. 

A straightforward statement from the Secretary of 
War in support of the aerial program was made public 
on June 17. 

THE FLYING FIELDS. 


The letting of the contract for the fourth of the new 
Government flying fields, at Belleville, Ill., is announced. 
It will be a standard two-squadron field, accommodating 
300 student flyers, with the requisite number of officer 
instructors, mechanics and enlisted men, and providing 
hangars for seventy-two training planes. Construction 
work will begin immediately. The flying fields already 
announced are: Dayton, Ohio; Mt. Clemens, Mich.; and 
Rantoul, Tl. : 

The War Department’s present plans contemplate let- 
ting the fifth contract in about two weeks, and the re- 
maining four of the nine fields already authorized at gsuc- 
cessive intervals of two weeks thereafter. The prepara- 
tion of the three fields already started has been made an 
emergency job, and the Chanute field, at Rantoul, is 
already nearly half done. Substantial progress has also 
been made on the big four-squadron Wilbur Wright field 
at Dayton and the Selfridge field at Mt. Clemens. The 
authorities hope to have men flying on all three of these 
fields by the middle of the summer. In naming these 
fields the War Department has been following the plan 
of calling them after distinguished American flyers who 
have died in the military Service or after those who while 
living have contributed to the development of the science 
of flying.

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NEW DIVISION FOR NAVY MEDICAL CORPS. 


The Surgeon General, U.S.N., has organized a new 
division in his office in Washington, to be known as “The 
Division of Sanitation,” which will have control of all 
questions of hygiene and kindred subjects not only in 
every naval training station, but in every naval district 
as well. It is proposed to assign one representative of 
the new division to each district and to have the officers 
report to the head of the division in Washington. The 
new branch will start off with a substantial nucleus com- 
prising fifteen experts on sanitation from the personnel 
of the Public Health Service. The latter organization 
for the time being, at least, will make provision for the 
pay and allowances of the appointees, but the Navy De- 
partment will reimburse them for any expenses in travel, 
etc., in the line of their new duties. It is expected that 
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‘the formation of the new division will be reflected quickly 
in improved health conditions in training stations and 
camps.

THE CANTONMENTS AND CAMPS. 

Following the receipt of draft registration returns 
from Wyoming and Kentucky, making the final total en- 
rolment 9,649,938, Provost Marshal General Crowder an- 
nounced on June 22 that draft regulations will be ready 
for publication July 1. 

“Beyond the fact that the text has been completed of 
the regulations under which the first quota of men who 
registered on June 5 will be called, no statement re- 
garding the date of call has been made from the office of 
the Provost Marshal General. The various items ap- 
pearing in the daily press regarding physical. require- 
ments, probabilities of exemptions, date of second call, 
ete., are officially labeled as “fakes,” but could be more 
generously put under the head of imaginative-grinds. 
The announcement made by Secretary Baker previous 
to the national registration day on June 5 that it was 
unlikely the men selected for the National Army would 
be ordered to the cantonments before Sept. 1 has been 
translated by the newspapers into a definite setting of the 
date for that event with the result that many stories 
appeared in the civilian press of June 18 and 19 announc- 
ing the cantonments would not be ready for from one to 
six months after that date. At the War Department it 
was declared that such statements were “absurd” and 





there was a general belief expressed that the canton-. 


ments would be ready by the time the men were. 

Regardless of when the first draft is started, it is not be- 
lieved—even in official circles—that the sixteen National 
Army cantonments will be completed and ready for occu- 
pancy by Sept. 1, the date suggested for mobilization by 
the Secretary of War while before a Congressional com- 
mittee recently. Material changes have been made in the 
plans for the buildings at these camps. Where the 
arrangements included one-story structures 
throughout, later plans show two-story barracks. But 
these, in turn, have been under fire from the medical 
section of the Advisory Commission of the Council of 
National Defense. Military authorities estimate that the 
first draft will run even beyond the 625,000 mark set by 
General Crowder. In addition to the National Army, it 
now appears certain that a large number of men will be 
required to bring the Regular Army and the National 
Guard to their proper strengths. 

Meanwhile contracts for building cantonments have 
been awarded by the War Department as follows with 
the dates and the names of the contracting firms added: 
Petersburg, Va., June 18, Rinehart and Dennis Co., 
Charlottesville, fa.; Battle Creek, Mich., June 19, Porter 
Bros., of Detroit; Louisville, Ky., June 20, Mason, 
Hanger and Co., Lexington, Ky.; Fort Sam Houston, 
June 20, Stone and Webster, Boston; Fort Riley, June 
20, George A. Fuller Co., New York city; and Rock- 
ford, Ill., June 21, Bates-Rogers Co., Chicago. The can- 
tonment for the divisional camp of the National Army at 
Des Moines, Iowa, will be built by Charles Weitz’s Sons, 
of that city. 

According to an official statement authorized by the 
War Department regarding the contracts made with 
these firms the Government has endeavored to give the 
maximum amount of flexibility to the contracts in order 
that all low rates in the matter of materials and other 
items may be utilized. The title to all work in progress 
or completed is in the United States and all materials 
and machinery for which the contractor is to be paid, 
belong to the United States as soon as accepted in writ- 
ing by its representative. 

The contractor is to furnish a bond for $250,000. His 
profit and overhead expenses must-come from an addi- 
tional payment made by the Government and amounting 
to six per cent, of his expenses in“cases where the work 
costs over $3,500,000 and running up to ten per cent. 
if the total is under $100,000. The total amount of this 
percentage payment will in no case be allowed to run 
over $250,000. The value of any construction equip- 
ment furnished by the Government is not included as a 
part of the cost of the work when determining the con- 
tractor’s percentage. Provision is made for monthly 
payments for actual expenses approved by the Govern- 
ment’s representatives. This puts the minimum strain 
on the contractor’s financial resources while giving the 
Government a complete check on the accuracy and pro- 
priety of every item before payment is made on it. 

Orders have been issued calling into the Federal ser- 
vice sixteen companies of National Guard Engineers for 
duty in connection with the laying out of cantonment 
sites. 

GUARD TRAINING CAMP SITES. 


The following additional sites for National Guard 
training camps (not cantonments) were announced by 


_the War Department on June 21: 


Southeastern Department—Greenville and Spartan- 
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burg, §8.C.; Augusta and Macon, Ga.; Anniston and 
Montgomery, Ala. 

There remain four sites for the National Guard to 
be selected. It is known that the recommendation that 
American Lake, Wash., be taken as the site of both one 
National Army cantonment and one National Guard 
camp has been renewed and proBably will be adopted. 
If this is done, only three sites remain to be chosen. 





PLANS FOR THE EXPEDITIONARY FORCE. 

The General Staff has had under consideration this week 
the recommendation that the provisional regiments of In- 
fantry being formed from Coast Artillery companies of 


the Army, noted in our issue of June 16, page 1372, . 


be sent abroad either as a part of the next increment 
to General Pershing’s forces or as a separate force to 
be. sent before the next division is embarked. The 
proposition as placed before the General Staff, was to 
send these units abroad to act as auxiliary Field Ar- 
tillery. It was announced on Friday that the General 
Staff has definitely decided against the proposition to 
organize provisional regiments of Coast Artillery as In- 
fantry or Field Artillery for duty abroad. 

From the General Staff comes the information that 
the War Department has seriously considered the util- 
ization of the Philippine Militia as a National Guard 
force for foreign duty. It would be necessary first to 
secure the enactment of legislation authorizing the Presi- 
dent to call these troops into Federal service, but no 
evidence of difficulty in obtaining such authority 1s 
foreseen. If requested it will be in the nature of an 
amendment to the National Defense Act. Frequent ap- 
peals have come from our over-seas territory that the 
War Department include the Filippino soldiers in its 
immediate plans. Aside from their undoubted quality 
as fighting men, it is pointed out, such action would 
cement the bonds between the islands and the United 
States. Careful observers have reported that at no 
time was the sentiment there so unanimously in favor of 
serving under the Stars and Stripes. 

The War Department has denied authorship of the 
“official announcement” that General Pershing will op- 
erate under General Petain, the French Field Marshal. 
It was stated that the American troops will form a de- 
tached force, though undoubtedly their operations, like 
those of all troops along the French front, will be under 
the supervision of the French high command. Plans 
have been completed whereby General Pershing will have 
a direct line of communication with the War Depart- 
ment at all times. This will be accomplished through 
a more or less “private” cable line which will be con- 
nected up on this end to a telegraph wire running to 
the War Department. 

It can be stated officially that subsistence supplies for 
American forces on foreign duty will be furnished direct 
from and by our Quartermaster Corps and not by the 
French or British subsistence departments, as has been 
persistently held in badly informed quarters. This state- 
ment will hold true in every case, with the possible 
exception of the Engineer and special railroad units. 
When such troops are assigned to duty behind the French 
lines and in such locality that the drawing of supplies 
through the line of communication established for the 
United States forces would be awkward, they will be 
taken care of by the French departments. If they are 
assigned to duty along a section of front held by the 
British, the supply trains of that army will be_ utilized. 
The Supplies Division and Transportation Division of 
the Quartermaster Corps for some time have had all 
necessary preparations made to carry on the work that 
will be thrown upon them. Discussion of the details 
of this system is prohibited since it would result in 
the disclosure of important military information re- 
garding the establishment of lines of communication 
both on this side and on foreign shores.

PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY MEDICAL CORPS. 


The Surgeon General of the Army, Major Gen. William 
C. Gorgas, and his immediate assistants have been giving 
much time durimg the past fortnight to the preparation 
of lists showing the changes in the Medical Corps which 
will result upon the addition of the four remaining in- 
crements to that branch. Definite announcement of the 
recommendations to be made in the way of promotions 
may be expected during the coming week. It can be 


‘officially forecast, however, that every one of the 102 


first lieutenants now on the rolls will be made captains, 
leaving the former grade to be filled in its entirety. 
The names of thirty-two successful applicants for the 
grade of dentist, first lieutenant, will be sent to the 
Senate within the next few days. 

The situation in this corps has been considerably 
cleared since the retirement of Lieut. (now Captain) 
Clarence EB. Lauderdale for disability incident to the 
Service. He was the ranking man on the list of lieu- 
tenants, Dental Corps, whose record of more than eight 
years’ service made them eligible for the “rank, pay and 
allowances of captain,” under the provisions of the 
National Defense Act. Fourteen vacancies in the grade 
of captain have been filled from this source and the 
four remaining vacancies by the recent promotion of 
Capts. Frank P. Stone, Raymond B. Ingalls, Harold O. 
Scott and John R. Ames; all eighteen ranking from 


~ June 3, 1917. If some contingency should hold up the 


present plans to proceed with the addition of the four 
remaining increments, a score of vacancies will be cre- 


‘ated on July 1, 1917, by the ordinary operation of the 
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National Defense Act, which would promote the men 
down to Samuel J. Randall. 

Examinations for the Dental and Veterinary Corps 
will be held on July 2. It is expected that fully 500 
candidates will be examined. Up to June 20 applica- 
tions had been filed by 365 and were being received at 
the rate of about 200 a week. Despite the fact that the 
Medical Reserve Corps has shown such a healthy growth, 
General Gorgas’s department still is appreciably below 
the strength necessary to care for the large number of 
troops now contemplated. ‘The National Defense Act- 
authorizes seven medical officers for each thousand men. 
On this basis the corpS should number 14,000 in com- 
parison with the aggregate full strength of the Regular 
Army, the National Guard, and the National Army (two 
drafts). 

The ist and 6th Regiments of Engineers, which are 
being reorganized at Washington Barracks, D.C., have 
been recruited to full war strength and now have an ex- 
cess of men who are serving as attached recruits. Col. 
John Biddley C.E., U.S.A., recently nominated for the 
brigadier rank, has been temporarily in command of the 
6th Regiment, but with the confirmation of his promo- 
tion he is succeeded by Col. Henry Jervey, who has been 
attached to the same organization. About 1,000 of the 
student officers assigned to the Corps of Engineers from 
the various training camps have either joined the above 
regiments or have reported at Belvoir, Va., for six weeks’ 
special training. The work at Belvoir is a revelation in 
intensified training, including only the most vital ele- 
ments of the work which falls to Engineer officers. The 
students are being drilled in the laying out of modern en- 
trenchments, mining operations and bridge building. Under 
the latter head has come the throwing of pontoon bridges 
across the Potomac.

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The long looked-for Register of the Commissioned and 
Warrant Officers of the United States Navy and Marine 
Corps for Jan. 1, 1917, is being issued. It contains 
422 pages against 395 in the 1916 register. A new table 
appears this year which gives the order of precedence 
of line officers, and in addition the names of the staff 
officers of the Navy appear next after the line officers 
who are their “running mates” for promotion purposes, 
under the Act of Aug. 29, 1916. Thus Rear Admiral 
Austin M. Knight, of the Line, and Capt. William R. 
DuBose, of the Medical Corps, whose dates of precedence 
are June 22 and Oct. 16, 1869,. respectively, are the 
first running mates. Rear Admiral DeWitt C. Coffman, 
of.the Line, and Capt. John R. Martin, of the Pay Corps, 
are the second pair, whose date of precedence are June 
6 and 14, 1872, respectively. Precedence of Admirals 
and vice admirals is governed by dates of appointment 
as such.

The War Department has decided not to make public 
any further awards of ordnance contracts owing to war 
conditions, and the press will be asked to withhold any 
information along this line which may inadvertently be- 
come known. Information of the size of such contracts 
would be of no uncertain value to the enemy and publica- 
tion of the names of firms engaged in munition contracts 
might draw to such concerns the attention of the lawless 
element within our own borders. Brig. Gen. William 
Crozier, U.S8.A., Chief of Ordnance, states that his de- 
partment is experiencing no difficulty in placing contracts 
with American firms for rifles and pistols and for rifle 
and pistol, ammunition, and “has every reason to feel 
confident that the contracts will be executed expeditiously 
and well.” 

The General Staff has not yet completed the list of 
colonels from which will be selected the commanding offi- 
cers for the twenty-seven Infantry, twelve Field Artil- 
lery and six Cavalry regiments now under process of 
organization from the four last increments to the Regu- 
lar Army. The only assignment thus far recorded is 
that of Col. William P. Burnham, until recently com- 
mander of the Porto Rico Regiment, who has been or- 
dered to Chickamauga Park,, Ga., to take charge of the 
new 56th Regiment of Infantry. Col. Edward R. Chris- 
man, Inf., was on June 18 assigned to replace Colonel 
Burnham with the Porto Rico Regiment.

The following brief announcement was made by the 
British Admiralty on June 19: “During a short absence of 
the British naval commander-in-chief on the coast of Ire- 
land, Vice Admiral Sims, of the United States Navy, has 
hoisted his flag as Allied senior officer in general charge 
of operations of the Allied naval forces in Irish waters.” 
This appointment demonstrates the high appreciation the 
Admiralty has in the abilities of Admiral Sims, to handle 
the important operations in the waters under his control, 
infested with the submarines of an active enemy. He 
has an immense number of patrol boats and other war 
craft under his command, and great responsibilities have 
been placed upon him. It is the first time that such a 
signal honor has been conferred upon an officer of the 
United States Navy.

The Secretary of the Navy has announced that Navy 
officers throughout the country have been instructed to 
seek the co-operation of the local Army officers in carry- 
ing out their duties of closing and keeping closed privately 
owned radio stations; that the commandants of naval 
districts have authority and instructions in regard to 
closing radio stations, and that he will appreciate infor- 
mation being sent direct to them by officers of military 
departments stationed near their commands, 
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PRESIDENT CALLS FOR VOLUNTEERS. 


The President on June 20 issued a proclamation desig- 
mating the week of June 23-30 as Recruiting Week for 
the Regular Army and adding what, in effect, was a call 
for 70,000 volunteers. President Wilson’s proclamation 
reads : 

“J hereby designate the period June 23 to June 
next, as Recruiting Week for the Regular Army and ot 
wpon unmarried men between the ages of eighteen and 
forty years, who have no dependents and who are not 
engaged in pursuits vitally necessary to the prosecution 
of the war, to present themselves for enlistment during 
the week herein designated to the number of 70,000. 

On the day this proclamation was given out the Army 
had recruited 121,000 of the 183,000 men necessary to 
bring it to war strength. The daily enlistments, despite 
all contributory impulses, still remained below 2,000 
per day. Nine states had returned more than the quota 
assigned them, namely, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Montana, Nevada, Oregon, Utah and Wyoming. New 
York, with a quota of 18,226, had returned 12,365 and 
Pennsylvania, with 15,330, had enlisted 13,711. The 
states in the Northeastern and Southern tiers as a whole 
have enlisted less than one-third of their quotas since 
April L. The designation of forty years as the maximum 
age limit should bring home to men between that and the 


highest registration age (thirty-one) the fact that there _ 


is not only the opportunity but the necessity of their 
service. The end of the special week will come on the 
day which had been tentatively set for the completion 
of the organization of the Regular Army.

EFFICIENCY OF ATLANTIC FLEET. 

It is gratifying at this time to learn officially from Ar 
miral Henry T. Mayo, U.S.N., commander-in-chief of the 
Atlantic Fleet, of the improvement and progress made in 
gunnery and the steady growth in its efficiency. Admiral 
Mayo in a communication recently made to the Secretary 
of the Navy says, in part: “Practically all the reports 
of gunnery exercises held during the spring, 1917, have 
been received and considered. Notwithstanding the many 
interruptions in the schedules and the conditions under 
which the exercises were necessarily held, the reports 
indicate steady progress in the ability and confidence 
of the personnel to prepare for, maintain, and control the 
fire of the different batteries under varying conditions, 
and it is believed that the final analysis of the scores will 


show a marked increase in the rapidity of fire and a 
reasonably satisfactory increase in accuracy. 

“The following extracts from the reports are very 
gratifying to the commander-in-chief in that they show 
an understanding and appreciation of the efforts which 
have been and are being made to improve the battle 
efficiency of the fleet: 

More seems to have been accomplished during the past gun- 
mery year than ever before with less effort, which stands to 
prove that present methods, while not complete or perfect, are 
fundamentally sound. ; : ty 

It is impossible to allow uninterrupted periods of training 
for target practice at a time when vessels may be ready for 
an instant’s call to go imto action, and if vessel is kept in train- 
ing with a full realization of such conditions she will be ready 
to go into target practice at any time without fear of poor per 
formance. Excellent training ean be had while en route from 
port to port, and when passing lights, buoys, or vessels at sea, 

The training that torpedo officers have derived from the 
work on the Montana is being strongly felt in the flotilla, and 
the time has now arrived when destroyers have become danger 
ous factors to the enemy fleet in day as well as night engage- 
ments. 

In the opinion of the umpires the practice was conducted in 
as highly creditable manner, considering the small number of 
officers available, and the duty performed by the ship as a re

Day action procedure is well standardized now, and it is 


@ pleasure to visit another ship during a major caliber fire 
control drill and be able to tell what she is doing without ask- 
ing countless questions.

Cruising pointing is done on a target on another ship, and 
the force and division commanders make it a point to give 
every ship opportunity for pointing. 

The gun captains were utilized te a marked degree in train- 
ing the other units of their crews and their work was very 
efficient. 

“The commander-in-chief has watched with great pleas- 
ure the steady growth in the efficiency of the fleet, and 
he takes this opportunity of extending to the_officers and 
men of the fleet his appreciation of their loyal support 
and assistance, and he is confident that the entire fleet 
will be ready in the near future to render valuable ser- 
vice on the scene of active operations in the same spirit 
as those units of the fleet which have already responded 
quickly and effectively to the sudden call for active ser- 
vice against the enemy.” 

Secretary Daniels in a letter to Admiral Mayo warmly 
commends the fleet for its work in training gun crews 
and engineer forces for armed guards on merchant vessels 
and for the vessels sent to European waters.

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THE NAVAL TRAINING STATIONS. 


The health conditions prevailing at naval stations and 
recruit depots has continued to improve during the past 
fortnight, according to Surg. Gen. William C. Braisted, 
U.S.N., who has just returned to his post in Washing- 
ton, D.C., after having made a personal inspection of the 
Great Lakes Training Station. Only twelve cases of 
serious illness were found among the 9,000 men at that 
depot, Surgeon General Braisted reported, and the epi- 
demic of measles had long since ceased to be a cause for 
alarm. He was accompanied on this trip by Dr. Theo- 
dore Richards, assistant director of military relief of the 
American Red Cross. Hospital facilities at the Chicago 
station are being enlarged to accommodate up to 1,000 
patients. A complete laboratory has been furnished by 
the U.S. Public Health Service, whose experts also have 
rendered invaluable aid in checking infectious diseas 
With very satisfactory reports from other stations, call 
the relief of the congested condition assured by the poli 
of permitting all recent recruits to remain at th 
homes until quarters are completed. Surgeon Gen 
Braisted and his assistants are confident that their prob 
lem is solved for the summer months at least. Ey 
effort is being made, however, to rush all new facilities tp 
completion before the cold autumnal rains begin. 

Work has begun on the new training station for naval 
reserves at Cape May, N.J., whick when completed 
will accommodate 2,500 men. Two thousand of these 
will be at the training camp proper and about 500 at 
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the adjacent naval operating base. This station is -be- 
ing establi 


ed on a farm owned by Hepry Ford, the . 


automobile manufacturer. It was leased from him at 
the nominal price of $1 by Mayor W. L. Stevens, of Cape 
May, who turned the agreement over to the Navy Depart- 
ment at even less than the “cost-plus-profit”. basis estab- 
lished by the Secretary of the Navy. Twenty large bar- 
racks and dormitories @ill be erected at Cape May, with 
the necessary officers’ quarters, power plant, laundry, hos- 
pital, ete. The buildings will be one-story, frame struc-

It is learned officially that the Navy Department has 
definitely accepted the offer of extensive grounds near 


Gulfport, Miss., to be used in the establishment of still 


another naval station. Several substantial buildings 
are on the property and these will be augmented until 
there is sufficient housing to care for 5, men. The 
Plot taken over by the Department is that upon which 
it had been planned to establish the exposition to com- 


‘memorate the hundredth anniversary of the establish- 


ment of the city. This celebration was cancelled on the 
outbreak of war.

GENERAL PERSHING IN FRANCE. 


Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., commander of 
the American military forces in France, spent June 15, 
his third day in Paris, in making official calls, paying a 
visit to Marshal Joffre, with whom he had luncheon, and 
visiting the senate. He also placed a wreath on the tomb 
of Lafayette. During his visit to the senate there were 
scenes of enthusiasm similar to those in the Chamber 
of Deputies. M. Viviani made an address praising the 
United States. On June 16 the army committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies, in honor of General Pershing, 
adopted a resolution recommending the remitting of all 
outstanding punishments in the army for minor offenses. 

On June 18 General Pershing settled down to work 
in his office in Paris, having completed the round of 
social functions in connection with his arrival, and 
began the actual details of arrangements for the arrival 
of the American troops. Two hundred and seventy vol- 
unteers left the headquarters of the American Field Ser- 
vice for the front during the last week, making altogether 
1,500 men actually serving in the American ambulance 
or American transport service with the French armies 
or in training camps within the army zone. Three hun- 
dred Americans are in the newly-organized transport 
branch. The field service has 700 motor cars either at 
work or under construction and several hundred more 
have been ordered. . 

General Pershing had a long conference with Marshal 
Joffre in regard to American affairs on June 20. On 
the following day he visited an army engineering depot 
and 2 large aerodrome and a school at which instruction 
is given in the use of armed motor cars. 

The French newspapers are making a laudable effort 
to. instruct the French people in the correct prenuncia- 
tion of Major Gen. John J. Pershing’s name. They warn 
their readers against the instinctive desire of Frenchmen 
to pronounce the American commander’s name “Pair- 
shang” and give “Peurchigne”’ as nearest to a French 
phonetic expression of Pershing. 
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NOTES OF THE TRAINING CAMPS. 

The Military Training Camps Association of the 
United States, originally formed to stimulate interest in 
civilian military trainng, will co-operate with the War 
Department to the fullest extent possible in the conduct 
‘of the second series of officers’ training camps to be held 
beginning Aug. 27. Although the camps are entirely 
under government control the association will assist in 
distributing application blanks, answering questions and 
im general acting as a clearing house of information be- 
tween the department and the applicant. Complete ar- 
rangements have been made for the grading and examina- 
tion of applicants so as to insure the choice of the best 
qualified. With only about one man out of every twenty- 
five to be selected this task will be most difficult. Dur- 
ing the last few days of the application period for the 
first series of camps some 90, men were examined 

i and mentally, the performance constituting a 
record for this or any other country. 

Lieut. Col. Carl F. Hartmann, U.S.A., Signal Officer 
of the Eastern Department, announced on June 16 the 
establishment of the Signal Corps training camp at Mon- 
mouth Park, N.J. The Quartermaster Corps will 
build a large cantonment at Monmouth Park, on a 381 
acre tract. The camp will be under the supervision of 
Colonel Hartmann, assisted by other officers of the Regu- 
lar Army. ‘Two telegraph battalions organized in New 
York city, one from Philadelphia, and one from the 
Buffalo, Syracuse and Albany district, composed largely 
gf technical men, have been enlisted. Ten field battalions 
are in process of formation. Electricians, engineers, and 
telegraph operators are especially needed. Four bat- 
talions are to be organized in New York city and the 
vicinity. Recruiting offices are also situated in Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburgh and Rochester, and soon will be 
opened in other cities. 

The opening of the camp at Fort Des Moines, Iowa, for 
the training of negro officers for commissions in colored 

iments, is noted on page 1399. 

‘The Buzz Saw,” the official gazette of the 13th Train- 
ing Division at Fort Snelling, Minn., has just reached 
our exchange tables.

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THE SHIPPING BOARD’S PROGRAM. 


Contracts for ten more steel merchant ships complete 
and for twenty-four additional wooden hulls were an- 
nounced on June 18 by General Goethals, of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation. ‘The vessels will be delivered 
in 1918. The steel contracts went to the Seattle Con- 
struction and Drydock Company, of Seattle. Ten of the 
wooden hull contracts went to the Foundation Company, 
of Newark, N.J., twelve to the Goroton Iron Works, of 
Noank, Conn., and two to the Ship Construction and 
Trading Company, of Stonington, Conn. The Fleet Cor- 

oration now has contracted for a total of 188 ships and 
hulls. Complete steel ships contracted for number 
twenty-eight, complete composite ships thirty-two, and 
complete w-.den ships thirty. Contracts have been let 
for. forty-eight wooden hulls. A basic price of $56.20 a 
ton was fixed for steel plates in contracts for the ten 
steel ships. Future contracts will be let at that price, 
instead of $95, paid for steel in some earlier contracts. 

After a meeting of General Goethals and Chairman 
Denman, of the Shipping Board, with shipbuilders from 
all over the United States, General Goethals announced 
that “the object of the meeting was to confer with them 
to outline a program for clearing the way by expediting 
the work on ships now building, the taking over of exist- 
ing contracts, and to devote their energies to the produc- 
tion of cargo-carrying ships. The shipbuilders will be 
facilitated in every way possible from this end of the 
line, and any difficulties they have in obtaining material 
will be removed as far as it is within our power to do so.” 

That the program indicates the use of every shipyard 
in the country by the Government at an early date, and 
to its full capacity, is suggested by the coming inventory 
of possibilities and of work on hand and by the statement 
of General Goethals. He was asked regarding the exist- 
ing contracts of the Emergency Fleet Corporation which 
eall for deliveries beginning next April and what the in- 
terim would be devoted to. “The program contemplates,” 
replied General Goethals, “the taking over of all ships 
now under construction, so that the shipbuilding can 
proceed and be handled most efficiently and the work 
properly expedited, and that contemplates the taking 
over of everything now on the ways and under contract 
of a cargo-carrying nature.” 





THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 


The President on June 15 signed the following bills: 
H.R. 3971, an act making appropriations to supply urgent 





deficiencies in appropriations for the Military and Naval 
Establishments on account of war expenses for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1917; H.R. 291, an act to punish 
acts of interference with the foreign relations, the neu- 
trality, and the foreign commerce of the United States, 
to punish espionage, and better to enforce the criminal 
laws of the United States; S.J. Res. 70, relating to the 
service of certain retired officers of the Army. 

On June 14, 1917, the following: S. 995, an act to 
authorize the issue to states and territories and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia of rifles and other property for the 
equipment of organizations of home guards. 

In the Senate, June 19, 1917, an amendiment was pre- 
sented, intended to be proposed by Mr. Watson to the 
bill (S. 1796) to amend certain sections of the National 
Defense Act. On page 9 strike out lines 4 to 10, in- 
clusive, and insert: 

See. 17. Composition of Infantry Units.—Each regiment of 


Infantry shall consist of 1 colonel, 1 lieutenant colonel, 3 
Majors, 17 captains, 15 first lieutenants, 16 second lieuten- 
ants, 1 headquarters company, 1 supply company, and 12 


companies organized into 3 battalions of 1 machine gun com- 
pany and 3 Infantry companies each. 

Each battalion shall consist of 1 major, 1 captain, mounted 
(second in command), 1 first lieutenant, mounted (battalion, 
adjutant), 1 machine gun company, and 3 companies. Each 
Infantry company in battalion shall consist of 1 captain, 1 
first lieutenant, 1 second lieutenant, 1 first sergeant, 1 mess 
sergeant, 1 supply sergeant, 8 sergeants, 17 corporals, 3 cooks, 
2 buglers, 2 mechanics, 28 privates (first class), and 87 pri- 
vates. Each Infantry machine gun company in battalion shall 
consist of 1 captain, mounted; 1 first lieutenant, mounted; 
2 second lieutenants, mounted; 1 first sergeant, mounted; 1 
mess sergeant, 1 supply sergeant, mounted; 1 stable sergeant, 
mounted; 1 horseshoer, 7 sergeants, 8 corporals, 2 cooks, 
2 buglers, 2 mechanics, 12 privates, first class, and 36 privates. 

Each Infantry headquarters company shall consist of 1 
eaptain, mounted (regimental adjutant); 1 regimental sergeant 
major, mounted; 3 battalion sergeants major, mounted; 1 
first sergeant (drum major), 2 color sergeants, 1 mess ser- 
geant, 1 supply sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 1 sergeant, 2 
eooks, 1 horseshoer, 1 band leader, 1 assistant band leader, 
1 sergeant bugier, 2 band sergeants, 4 band corporals, 2 
musicians, first class; 4 musicians, second class; 18 musicians, 
third class; 4 privates, first class, mounted, and 12 privates, 
moun 

Each Infantry supply company shall consist of 1 captain, 
mounted; 1 second lieutenant, mounted; 3 regimental supply 
sergeants, mounted; 1 first sergeant, mounted; 1 mess ser- 
geant, 1 supply sergeant, mounted; 1 stable sergeant, 2 cor- 
porals, mounted; 2 cooks, 2 saddlers, mounted; 2 horseshoers, 
mounted; 1 chief mechanic, 1 mechanic and 2 privates, 
mounted, and 1 wagoner for each authorized wagon of the 
field and combat train: Provided, That the President may, in 
his discretion, increase a company of Infantry and an Infantry 
machine gun company by such numbers and grades of enlisted 
men as he may direct: Provided, the total enlisted strength 
of each company shall not exceed 200. 

The commissioned officers required for the Infantry head- 
quarters and supply companies and for the companies organ- 
ized into battalions shall be assigned from those hereinbefore 
authorized,

H.R. 5078, Mr. Osborne.—Providing for an indestructible 
medal of identification for each soldier in the U.S. Army who 
may be designated for foreign service.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Naval Consulting Board has established a branch 
office at 120 West Adams street, Chicago, to receive 
and consider suggestions or designs from inventors liv- 
ing west of Pittsburgh. 

The total number of enlisted men in the U.S. Navy on 
June 19 was 121,350. 

Contracts for 3,567,200 pairs of socks were awarded 
by the Navy Department on June 19 to eighteen firms in 
different parts of the country. The contracts were made 
in accordance with recommendations of the knit goods 
committee of the “Council of National Defense. ‘The 
average price paid was approximately eighteen cents a 
pair, and twenty-eight cents for woolen socks. 

Two U.S., destroyers after a run many miles to 
sea in response to a wireless call for help, returned to 
a British port on June 20, with eighty survivors picked 
from merchant craft destroyed by enemy submarines. 
The rescues were made, it is reported, at a point at 
sea farther from land than any torpedoings have yet 
been reported, which indicates that submarine craft of 
increased power are now being employed by the Ger- 
mans. Thirty-one survivors from one ship were picked 
up in boats by the destroyers, and forty-nine from the 
other merchantmen were saved. The U.S. destroyers 
have been doing highly efficient patrol work under the 
direction of British officers, going out in their regular 
turn with the British destroyers and accomplishing 
tasks with the same precision which marks the work 
of British destroyers that have been engaged in ceaseless 
patrolling since the war began.: Vice Admiral Sims and 
other naval officers met the U.S. destroyers on their re- 
turn to port with the rescued men, and complimented 
the commanders on their work. 

Five U.S. gunboats, used in the river work in China, 
have been interned at Shanghai, because they failed 
to leave their ports within twenty-four hours after the 
declaration of a state of war between the United States 
and Germany. The vessels interned were the Monocacy, 
built in America and launched in 1914, and the most 
modern ship of the five, and the Palos, Samar, Quiros 
and Villalobos, former Spanish ships, captured by Dewey 
at the battle of Manila Bay. The Chimese authorities 
in interning the vessels merely removed the breech 
blocks from the guns and sealed the wireless. In the 
event that China enters the war the United States gun- 
boats could be put back into shape for service and re- 
leased within a few hours. 
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MARINE CORPS NOTES. 

The yegular competitive examination for appointment 
as provisional lieutenant in the U.S. Marine Corps will 
be held on July 10. Designation of applicants for this 
test were closed on June 5. In addition to these, a score 
of applicants should qualify in the examination to be 
held soon afterwards for appointment from civil life. 
The officer- program of the corps will have been com- 
pleted when the results of the above examinations are 
made known. Such vacancies as remain, and any others 
that may occur, will be filled by appointment from the 
ranks of the ‘fighting forces.” 

On June 21 the Marine Corps was short just 4,362 
men of the authorized limit of 30,000. To the 1,700 en- 
listed during ‘Marine Corps Week” had been added _678 
on June 18-21, inclusive. Col. A. S. McLemore, U.S. 
M.O., who has charge of recruiting at headquarters, is 
confident that the goal will be reached in five weeks, and 
very probably in four. The results of the widespread 
publicity of the special recruiting week are still making 
themselves evident. 

The establishment of an “East Coast Marine Station” 
near Drum Point, Md., is under consideration. An in- 

ection has been made of a tract there comprising about 
six square miles. s 

The recruits undergoing instruction at the Marine 
Corps Recruit Depot at Port Royal, S.C., have sub- 
scribed for $90,700 worth of Liberty Bonds.

He 
is the guest of Capt. and Mrs. John A. Pearson, of the 
11th Cav., U.S.A., now on recruiting duty in Boston. 

Major Harley B. Ferguson, U.S.A., recently appointed 
department engineer of the Northeastern Department, 
opened his office at headquarters in Boston on June 18. 





A change has been made in the commander of the 
Porto Rico Regimént of Infantry, U.S.A. Col. William 
P. Burnham, Inf., who has been its efficient C.O., was 
ordered to relinquish command on June 16 and to take 
command of the new 56th Infantry. Col. Edward R. 
Chrisman, of the Infantry, class of 1888,,U.S.M.A., was 
assigned to the command of the Porto Rico Regiment to 
date from June 17. 

Sergt. William K. Carrothers, Aviation Section, Signal 
Corps, U.S.A., was killed in an accident on the Hemp- 
stead Plains, N.Y., June 18. He had been making an 
early morning flight with his instructor, Mr. Mathieu, 
of France. After the men had been in the air for some 
time the motor began to “miss” and the aviators landed 
on field No. 2, where the trouble was adjusted... The 
motor was started and began to tune up to 200 revo- 
lutions a minute. The men walked toward the machine 
with the intention of taking their seats. Sergeant Car- 
rothers, as he walked toward the propeller, slipped in 
some unaccountable manner and fell directly into the 
whirling blade. He was struck on the head and rendered 
unconscious. The scene of the accident was some dis- 
taneé from the headquarters, and Mathieu put the in- 
jured man into the observer’s seat and quickly flew to 
the hangers, from which place Carrothers was sent to 
Nassau Hospital in an Army ambulance. An exam- 
ination showed that his skull had been fractured and 
he lived only a short time. He was married and resided 
at Merion, Pa., where his wife and two children now live, 

Capt. Leon R. Partridge, 16th U.S. Cav., was dis- 
missed from the Army to date from June 1, 1917, after 
being found guilty of duplicating his pay accounts. He 
is a native of New Hampshire and entered the Army as a 
private in Troop G, 6th Cav., Jan. 23, 1899. He re- 
ceived his first commission, that of second lieutenant, 
15th Cavalry, in 1901 

Cadet Douglas T. Cameron, Second Class, U.S.M.A., 
was dismissed the Service on June 2, 1917, after a trial 
by G.C.M. He was found guilty of violation of the 9th 
Article of War. The proceedings in the case are given 
in G.O. 71, June 2, War Dept., published under our 
Army head in this issue. 

Capt. William J. Condon, Med. Res. Corps, U.S.A., of 
New Brunswick, N.J., was arrested at Fort Oglethorpe, 
Ga., June 19, 1917, accused of the murder of John Vin- 
cent Piper, Rutgers College student, whose disappear- 
ance last February was a mystery until his body was 
found beside a road twelve miles from New Brunswick 
on June 16. There was no difficult? identifying Piper’s 
body. His watch and ring were found. The only thing 
removed was a gold fraternity pin. The prosecutor said 
he had gathered evidence indicating that the student’s 
body was hidden for four months in Dr. Condon’s cellar 
at New Brunswick; that it was removed Friday night, 
June 15, and thrown from an automobile into the bushes 
near the lonely Spotswood-Englishtown road. What the 
motive was for the murder the police and officials of New 
Brunswick declare they have no suspicion. - Dr. Condon 
is married and has been prominent in New Jersey society 
and public affairs. Dr. Condon was held at Chattanooga 
pending arrival of officers from New Brunswick to ar- 
rest him. Captain Condon on June 20 declared he was 
— of any crime and courted the fullest investiga- 
ion. 

Henry G. Opdycke, of New York ‘city, has been ap- 
pointed a Major in the O.R.S.C., and has been ordered 
to enlist ten companies for the Signal Enlisted Reserve 
Corps. Recruiting stations will be established in Times 
Square, that éity. 

Major Thomas S. Bradlee, Q.M.O.R.C., stationed at 
Governors Island, N.Y., announced on June 20 that the 
Quartermaster Enlisted Reserve Corps is seeking bakers, 
blacksmiths, carpenters, cooks, electricians and helpers, 
engineers (steam), masons, painters, furriers, horsesho- 
ers, laborers, machinists, plumbers, saddlers, teamsters, 
wagon masters and wheelwrights. All men between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty-one who have registered 
for the Army drvft still can enlist in this unit in any 
of the above-named spicities and by so doing be exempt 
from draft. A teamster registered is not enlisted as a 
teamster and is not prohibited from enlisting in the 
corps. ‘“The'corps,” says Major Bradlee, “needs skilled 
labor and needs it badly. All patriotic men are urged 
to enlist now for the duration of the war. Blue regis- 
tration cards-or the state cards do not mean that men 
are enlisted. Men who enlist in the corps are held on 
reserve for four years and only called into active ser- 
vice during times of hostilities. The age limit is from 
eighteen to forty-five years. A new recruiting station 
has been opened at. No. 55 Hudson street, to. which a 
medical examination has been assigned.’ 

Brig. Gen. James Parker, U.S.A., commanding the 
Southern Department, in orders dated June 6, 1917, 
announces that complaint has been made by the South- 
ern Pacific Lines that railroad trestles, bridges, ete., 


are endangered by the careless throwing of ashes and 
live coals from the baggage cars on troop trains. He 
directs that commanding officers of all stations in the 
Southern Department, whenever trgops depart from their 
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station by rail, issue the necessary orders to prevent 
such practice. 

The first official round of visits paid by Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, U.S.A., to several of the cities of Ala- 
bama, South Carolina and Tennessee in his new com- 


mand, the Southeastern Department, was made a tri- 
umphal tour by the people of those cities. The news 
papers from June 5 to 15 devoted pages to General Wood, 
his career, what his presence meant to that section of 
the country, all in the most enthusiastic terms of appre- 
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ciation. The Birmingham Ledger of June 5, issued a 
special supplement, printed in the national colors in honor 
of General Wood’s visit to that city and the Birmingham 
Age-Herald filled its front page on June 6 with photo- 
graphs of the General addressing a patriotic assemblage 
in Capitol Park and of the crowds that turned out for 
the occasion. The Columbia, S.C., papers of June 7 
and 8 told how “General Wood wins firm place in 
hearts of Columbiaris.” On the occasion of his visit 
to Nashville, Tenn., from June 9 to 11 he was _ the 
here of the people, and at Montgomery, Ala., where 
he spent June 14 and 15, a crowd of 10,000 persons as- 
sembled to hear him speak on the war and what it 
means to the people of the United States. 


The Economist of Chicago issued a “special news bul- 
letin” recently to announce the fact that Chicago is to 
be the home of the central supply warehouse of the U.S. 
Army during the period of the war. The bulletin says 
of this achievement: “This marks the end of the cam- 
paign which started in Chicago seven years ago, and 
which, during the past few weeks, has been carried on 
through a personal canvass by Col. A. D. Knuiskern, 
U.S.A., Depot Quartermaster of the Central Depart- 
ment, of locations suitable for an institution which is 
sure to play an important part in the maintenance of 
the United States Army, whether abroad or at home. 
The greatly enlarged facilities in the new Army ware- 
house will permit Colonel Kniskern and Lieut. EK. C. 
Ecker, U.S.A., executive officer, greatly to enlarge their 
force and to concentrate at once much larger quantities 
of Army supplies than have ever been stored in the 
Middle West before.’”’ The Central Manufacturing Dis- 
trict magazine, which represents the interests of the 
Chicago section in which Colonel Kinskern has his head- 
quarters, has this to say in praise of that able officer’s 
executive ability in putting through the final arrange-_ 
ments: ‘Within ten days from the opening of nego- 
tiations, Colonel Kniskern and his staff were in posses- 
sion, and the Government shipments were receiving pre- 
ferred attention by the Junction Road. Colonel] Kniskern 
and his entire staff of the District Club, and their pres- 
ence there daily serves to emphasize the conditions and 
the seriousness of the war preparations.” “Colonel 
Kniskern,” writes a correspondent who sends this, “as 
some of the biggest men in Chicago coincide in saying, 
is a real business man and conducts his depot on real 
business lines. He is a very able officer.” 


Lieut. Col. J. A. Watrous, U.S.A., of Milwaukee, Wis., 
contributed to a recent issue of the Milwaukee Sentinel 
an article on the custom of displaying the American flag 
and wearing the colors in one’s buttonhole in which he 
enjoins his readers to adopt these customs “and join 
the multitude in keeping the fires of patriotism ablaze 
until there is not an indifferent person or slacker among 
the nation’s 103,000 people.” 


Writing in the Indianapolis News of the result of a 
suggestion which may have been made by Brig. Gen. 
Edward F. Glenn, U.S.A., that the men of the train- 
ing camp at Fort Benjamin Harrison should sing while 
passing in a review, Gavin Payne says: “The singing 
soldier, swinging by in formal parade or review, may 
not seem to constitute a particularly brilliant idea to 
the average civilian not familiar with Army customs 
and apt to take it all as a matter of course, but were 
the courage to make innovations in a U.S. Army cere- 
monial understood, none would hesitate to proclaim Brig. 
Gen. Edward F. Glenn a big man. For, around these 
parts, he appears to be the daddy of the singing sol- 
dier. Seizing on a simple idea, or at least, tolerating 
it, which is to the same effect, he has brought forth an 
inspiration, perfectly apparent, and thrilling, ‘to those 
who saw the review of the Officers’ Reserve Corps at 
Fort Benjamin Harrison yesterday afternoon. He who 
utilizes a simple thing for a large good is rated great by 
the philosophers, and while the microscopic eye is for 
subordinates and specialists, he who uses the common 
sense slant that perceives a general trend, and is able 
to use it for his cause, is a man of the large mold. This 
appeared to be the measure accorded General Glenn by a 
group of military men who felt their hearts beat faster 
yesterday as those thousands of youth swung by, chorus- 
ing with their fresh, manly young voices,-songs of the 
day. 


In advocating the introduction of military training in 
the schools of Milwaukee the Sentinel newspaper o: 
that Wisconsin city gives high praise to the work o 
Capt. E. Z. Steever, U.S.A., in the schools of Chicago 
and says in an editorial on this subject: “Chicago is 
making marked headway in its recently-adopted plan for 
military training of high school boys. ‘The training began 
less than six months ago, under the direction of Capt 
EB.

pearance at Wesleyan the enrolment in this corps in- 
‘creased from 250 to 379 and the enthusiasm of the stu- 
dents and the faculty for the military course continued 
until the end of the college year. Ninety-two members 
of the corps were accepted for the May training camps 
and fifty others have enlisted in the Naval Reserve or 
been accepted for Ambulance Corps duty in France. Lieu- 
tenant Haale was a member of the class of 1906 at 
Wesleyan for two years before he entered West Point, 
and in recognition of his work in the R.O.T.C. President 
Shanklin at the commencement exercises, June 18, cone 
ferred upon him the B.S. degree, “nunc pro tunc.” 
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Secretary Daniels has ordered coal and oil producers 
to supply the enormous quantities needed by the Navy 
at prices to be fixed later by the President when the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission has determined a fair rate. The 
Navy will use 1,750,000 tons of coal and 60,000,000 bar- 
rels of oil purchased under this application of the au- 
thority granted by Congress. Similarly, steel for the en- 
tire Navy building program is being bought at a rate 
fixed when Secretary Daniels rejected the proposals of 
the steel makers as too high. Mr. Daniels said on June 
18 that the coal operators proposed to furnish Navy 
coal at $2.95 at the mine. The Navy has been paying 
$2.88 a ton delivered. The Secretary directed the com- 
panies to ship immediately, orders being pro-rated among 
producers, e Department agreeing to pay a tenta- 
tive price of $2.33 at the mines yoy a report 
from the Federal Trade Commission. If the commission 
determines that a higher rate is justified because of in- 
creased cost of production, the Department will equalize 
payments at the rate fixed. If $2.33 is too high, how- 
ever, payments on future shipments will be curtailed to 
bring the entire purchase at the commission’s rate. The 
$2.33 rate is being advanced by the Government “on 
account” at present. Oil quotations submitted, Mr. 
Daniels said, ranged from $1.58 to $1.86 a barrel, de- 
livered at Port: Arthur, although the present rate is 
eighty-nine cents a barrel at that point. The Depart- 
ment directed the producers to fill its orders for 50,- 

,000 barrels, leaving the question of price to be de- 
termined by the Trade Commission. 
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One of the chief events of the annual commencement 
exercises at Yale University on June 19 was the dedi- 
eation of the Artillery armory at the Yale Field, which 
had been built with funds provided by graduates of the 
University and its friends. G. Beekman Hoppin, chair- 
man of the military committee of the Yale Club, pre- 


sented the keys of the armory to President Hadley, and 
after he had accepted the building Capt. Robert M. Dan- 
ford, U.S.A., professor of military science at the uni- 
versity, made a speech devoted to showing the need of 
officers in the armies of the United States and that in 
supplying them for the Artillery arm Yale could do her 
best service to the country. Owing to his military duties 
Col. Edward F. McGlachlin, Field Art., U.S.A., was un- 
able to be present and the address he had prepared on 
“The Significance of the Armory” was read for him. 
Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., commanding 
the Northeastern Department, was present and received 
the salute of the units in the military parade, the marshal 
of which was Capt. Waldo F. Potter, U.S.A., assistant 
professor of military science at Yale. It is announced 
that Lieut. Raymond H. Massey, 13th Battery, Canadian 
field Artillery, has been appointed to assist in the mili- 
tary instruction at the university next year. The de- 
gree of master of arts was conferred on Captain Danford 
at the graduation exercises on June 20. 
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The first re-appointment of a non-commissioned officer 
of the Army, who had been discharged to accept a detail 
with the National Guard, to his former grade under the 
provisions of the Act of May 12, 1917, was made in the 
case of Sergt. William Waters, Co. E, 7th Inf. Ser- 
geant Waters was discharged on July 25, 1916, to accept 
a commission in the Indiana National Guard. He re- 
signed this commission recently and re-enlisted. Army 
orders of June 13 note the fact that he is “restored to his 
original status as sergeant, to date May 30, 1917, and 
will be borne on the rolls as sergeant of Infantry, un- 
assigned.”

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES.

Lieut. Charles P. Franchot, 1st Oav., N.Y.N.G.,. of Buffalo, 
lawyer, soldier and consular agent for the French Government 
has been appointed an aid to Major Gen. John F, O’Ryan, 
Lieutenant Franchot is unmarried and served last year on the

Officers and non-commissioned officers, National Guard units 
of New Jersey, not yet in the Federal service, including Troops 
A and O, ist Squadron Cav., the Ist Battalion of Engineers 
and Batteries A and lst Field Art. Batln., left June 16 
for Camp Edge at Sea Girt to undergo two weeks of intensive 
military, training under Regular Army officers and National 
Guard instructors. 

The new 24th Company of the 9th Coast Defense Comman 
N.G.N.Y., was officially housed in ite armory at Far Sodas 
on June 19. The building known as rial Hall has been 
secured by the Armory Board, and Col. John J. Byrne, com- 
manding the 9th, formally accepted the building. It has »& drill 
hall 90 by 110 feet. 

The War Department on June 16 ordered 135 officers and 
enlisted men of the medical departments of the National Guard 
units in New England into the Federal service for a three 
months’ course of instruction at the medical department train- 
ing camp at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. In addition to these men & 
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number of officers and enlisted men of the sanitary troops 
connected with the regiments already in the Federal service 
will be sent to Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., for a similar course of 
instruction. The list of men ordered into the Federal service 
includes sixty-five men from Massachusetts, twenty-eight from 
Connecticut, eighteen from New Hampshire, sixteen from 
Rhode Island and seven from Maine. No men were appointed 
from Vermont. The men chosen for the Oglethorpe camp were 
all picked out in Washington and the list forwarded to depart- 
ment headquarters and to the adjutants general of the several 
states. 


The 69th N.Y., Lieut. Col. Latham G. Reed, had «ome forty- 
seven officers and 1,773 men on its rolls on June 1%, Colonel 
Reed is using every opportunity to instruct the many new 
men in indoor rifle practice, close order drills, etc., in order 
to be prepared for the call for Federal service on July 15. 

Over 500 men-have been enlisted in the 12th N.Y. since the 
regiment returned from the Mexican border. Many men, how- 
ever, have been dropped under the orders of the War Depart- 
ment regarding dependents. and under this ruling it is hard 
to gain the war strength figures—with all dependable men. 
Colonel Foster had six companies of recruits drilling in the 
armory on June 18, and wisely allowed such men as desired 
to drill with their coats off in the hot drill hall. The new 
men are as yet without uniforms or equipment, and this 
dampens the enthusiasm of the men, not only in the 12th but 
in other organizations, and retards recruiting. 

Shortages which may reach the value of $50,000 in Govern- 
ment military property issued to the Minnesota National Guard 
were announced by Governor Burnquist on June 15, after an 
investigation of 1916 records by Adjt. Gen. Fred B. Wood, 
according to a newspaper dispatch from St. Paul. 

The following is the standing of organizations of the Con- 
necticut National Guard in the annual indoor rifle match for 
1917. Most of the organizations were in the Federal service 
at the time of the shoot: Class A—1, 10th Co., C.A.C., score, 
940 points; 2, 12th Co., C.A.C., 929; 3, Co. F, Ist Inf., 918; 
and 4, 8th Oo. ©.A.C.. 912, "Class B—5, 7th Co., 6.A.0., 
904; 6, Troop A, Cav., 889; 7, 13th Co., C.A.C., 870; 8, Troop 
B, Cav., 848; 9, 8d Co., C.A.C., 832; and 10, 5th Co., C.A.C., 
779. Class C—11, Co. H, Ist Inf., 777; 12, Co. L, 1st Inf., 
754: 18, 9th Co., O.A.0., 749; 14, 11th Co., C.A.C., 749; 15, 
1st Co., C.A.C., 661; and 16, 6th Co., C.A.C., 828. 

The strength of the mobile troops of the National Guard 
of New York, according to the latest returns made public on 
June 19 (not including the Coast Defense commands), was 
32,823. This means that 8,653 was still required to bring 
the force to the war strength of 41,476. As many of the de- 
pendents in organizations have not yet been dropped in pur- 
suance of instructions of the War Department, and as quite 
a@ number of men will be discharged for other causes, there 
will probably be at least 10,000 new men needed to make good 
various losses. The 15th Colored Infantry has the largest num- 
ber of men on roll in the state, viz., 2,010. 

Adjutant General Stotesbury of New York, in orders dated 
June 6, in announcing that the National Guard of the state 
will be drafted into the Federal service during July, directs 
the 0.0. of organizations to recruit their commands to maxi- 
mum strength with the least possible delay. He directs the 
continuance meanwhile of armory instruction and outdoor ex- 
ercises. General Stotesbury also directs officers to familiarize 
themselves with the mobilization regulations, and to see that 
arms, equipment and clothing are placad in the best possible 
condition, and that vaccination against small-pox is completed, 
Instructions are also given for the complete making of the in- 
dividual records of officers and men and for property.accounta- 
bility. It is proposed to publish in book form the records of 
the. officers and enlisted men of the National Guard drafted 
into Federal service, and it is therefore desired that the A.G.O. 
be furnished, in addition to the initial muster rolls, with copies 
of ali rolls, reports, orders or other papers showing promo- 
tions, transfers, discharge or other changes in the personnel 
of organizations during the period of the service. “The Na- 
tional Guard of New York,” says General Stotesbury, ‘‘will be 
the only purely state force representing the Empire State in 
Federal service. This fact should be borne in mind by offi- 
cers and enlisted men alike at all times. That it will main- 
tain its record of efficient, honorable and meritorious service 
in the future as in the past and that it will reflect credit and 
be a source of pride in the present great crisis to the great 
state which it has the honor to represent is undoubted.” 

Under “the authorization of May 29, 1917, the Secretary of 
War has decided that.new commissions for officers of the St@e 
Administration Staff of the National Guard are not necesss‘y, 
but that new oaths of office must be subscribed to on dates 
subsequent to May 29, 1917, and that new enlistment papers 
for the enlisted personnel are not necessary, but that new war- 
rants for non-commissioned officers, bearing date subsequent 








to May 29, 1917, should be issued. Hereafter the designa- 
tion ‘Staff Corps and Departments, National Guard,’ will be 
used ‘instead of “State Administrative Siaff.’ Federal recogni- 
tion will be extended the Staff Corps and Departments upon 
receipt at the War Department of certified lists. 


A special dispatch to the New York World from Paulsboro, 
N.J., reports a disgraceful disturbance at Lincoln Park by 


some fourteen men of Co. M, 2d N.J. After one of their num- 
ber was arrested for disorderly conduct, the dispatch says, the 
men captured George Askin, a borough marshal, who was off 
duty, took his badge and revolver, put him*in an automobile 
and took him to a guard house at their camp. Men in charge 
of various amusements at the park were attacked ond forced 
to close up. The men beat several visitors to the park. The 
managers sent in a riot call and the police, with the assistance 
of several firemen, routed the Guardsmen after a fight. Nine 
of the men were arrested and held for a hearing. Adjutant 


General Barber ordered the arrest of the others. 

The enlisted band of the 14th N.Y. has been making such 
good progress in its organization that it hopes to make its 
first public appearance on July 4. The band has been handi- 
capped by a lack of instruments, but these have now been 
supplied by the regiment.
